ami said he would campaign against 
the Democrats in every part of the 
nation on a record that has won an 
"incredible comeback" for America, 


Ford, his vice presidential choice. 


Sen. Robert Dole of Kansas, nomi- 
nated without real opposition, urized 
Republicans to unite in the uphill 
battle to keep Jimmy Carter out of 
the White House. 


Ronald Reagan strode to Gerald 


Ford's side at the podium of a roaring 
Republican convention Thursday and 
told the Republicans to "go forth from 
here in unityl" The crowd went wild. 


It was a magic moment for the con- 


vention and for Reagan, who was 
cheered until his eyes brimmed with 
tears when he entered the hall. Sum- 
moned to share the podium limelight 
by Ford, he spoke as if snatching 
phrases from the nomination accept- 
ance speech he never got to deliver. 


At the last minute — and against 


the advice of some strategists — Ford 
inserted into his acceptance speech a 
challenge to Carter for heatl-to-head 
debates in the fall 


From his home in Plains. Ga. — 


even as Ford was addressing the con- 
vention — Carter accepted the chal- 
lenge for the first presidential debates 
since 1960 when John F. Kennedy and 
Richard M. Nixon met in four tele- 
vision appearances which helped Ken- 
nedy win the presidency. 


"Thi<: year the issues are on our 


side." Ford told the closing session of 
the convention in launching his cam-

"We want Ford, We want Ford!1' 


the delegates shouted as the Fords, 
hands clenched above their heads, ac- 
knowledged the ovation culminating 
the closest battle for a presidential 
nomination in a quarter-century. 


And the closeness of his arduous, 


six-month struggle against Ronald 
Reagan was underlined by the fren- 
zied last hurrah accorded the former 


California governor when he and his 
wife Nancy entered the sweltering 
arena. 


The Geagan demonstration matched 


in fervor and in length the accolade 
given Ford. 


R e a g a n i t e s shouted "speech, 


speech, speech!" as their favorite 
stood waving and smiling —his eyes 
glistening — from a special section 
reserved for dignitaries. He waved for 
quiet. They ignored him. 


Trying 'to quell the demonstration, 


Reagan, at one point, agreed to ad- 
dress the final session of the con- 
vention. But as outburst, slowly, 
grudgingly faded into near silence, 
Reagan changed his mind to leave the 
limelight for Ford. 


It was a dramatic reminder of Rea- 


gan's popularity; it was in honor of a 
gallant campaign. After Ford fin- 
ished, he invited the Reagans to the 
podium to share the crowd's ovations. 


And Reagan, given an opportunity 


to speak, told his fiercely devoted fol- 
lowers they had given him "a memo- 
ry that will live in our hearts for- 
ever." 


Standing on the podium, Ford sav- 


ored the hard-won triumph that kept 
him from becoming the first in- 
cumbent GOP president denied nomi- 
nation since Chester Arthur in 1884. 
Wave after wave of applause rolled 
across the convention floor. 


But he acknowledged in his speech 


that he has been described as an "ac- 
cidental president." occupying the 
White House only because first Spiro 
Agnew, then Richard Nixon resigned

Owners of the Chevy Chase Country 


Club and surrounding areas east of 
Buffalo Grove are asking the village 
to annex the land and permit con- 
struction of a to.wnhouse and apart- 
ment complex on the golf course. 


Owners presented plans for the first 


time to the plan commission Wednes- 
day for the annexation of approxi- 
mately 550 acres extending more than 
two miles east of the village limits. 
The proposed boundaries would in- 
clude 646 acres, but annexation of the 
Chevy Chase subdivision and other 
isolated parcels is not planned at this 
time. 


Robert 
Grossman of Associated 


Planners, Highland Park, prepared a 
report proposing the entire 646 acre 
parcel be developed to include 45 
acres of single-family homes, 74 acres 
of apartments and 97 acres of town- 
houses. This would generate approxi- 
mately 5,162 new Buffalo Grove resi- 
dents. 


Thirty-four per cent of the site 


which is already partially developed 


would be residential, 28 per cent 
parks and open space, 18 per cent in- 
dustrial, 10 per cent commercial and 
9 per cent ponds, streams, detention 
areas and flood plain. 


BUFFALO GROVE plan commis- 


sion members were noncommittal af- 
ter their first look at plans this week, 
b\4 cited several problems that may 
arise as barriers to annexation. 


One of the major problems is that 


only about half the land proposed to 
annexation is designated for annexa- 
tion on the village master plan, which 
recommends the village annex only as 
far east as Milwaukee Avenue and as 
far south in that area as the Lake- 
Cook county line.

U.S. troops put on special alert 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - The United 


States sent two squadrons of warp- 
lanes to South Korea Thursday and 
put its 42,000 troops there on special 
alert in angry response to the slaying 
of two American officers by ax-wield- 
ing North Korean guards. 


In Seoul. South Korean President 


Park Chung-nee said Friday any fu- 
ture North Korean acts of provocation 
would be met with immediate retali- 
ation. 


"A mad dog needs a stick," Park 


said. "There's no reason why we 
should be unilaterally subject to their 
provocation," 


A New York congressman, Demo- 


cratic Rep, John M. Murphy, told UPI 
that Sec. of State Henry A. Kissinger 


had "wanted a higher level of re- 
sponse" involving movement of U.S. 
or South Korean infantry and armor 
but the idea was rejected by top-rank- 
ing U.S. military officials. 


As it was, North Korea called the 


stepped-up readiness of American 
forces there "imperialists' maneuvers 
to start a new war" and said it 
brought the situation to "an ex- 
tremely reckless stage, a stage of 
directly kindling the blasting fuse of 
war." 


The U.S. State Dept. refused to 


comment on Murphy's report but it 
said Kissinger had met twice, late 
W e d n e s d a y and again Thursday 
morning, with the Washington Special 
Action Group, a high level crisis task 
force which includes representatives 


of the Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Kissinger also got in touch with am- 


bassador Huang Chen, chief of the 
Peoples Republic of China liaison of- 
fice here, and with "a number of gov- 
ernments," a State Dept. spokesman 
said. 


Later Thursday, the Pentagon an- 


nounced a squadron of F-4 Phantom 
Jet fighters from Okinawa had ar- 
rived in South Korea and a squadron 
of swing-wing F-lll fighter bombers 
was on its way from Idaho to beef up 
the three squadrons of F-4s the United 
States has there. 


There are 18 to 20 aircraft in a 


squadron. 


A Pentagon spokesman said the 


F-llls were making the transpacific 


flight non-stop, refueling in the air, 
and were expected to arrive Friday 
morning.

ground forces canceled all leaves and 
passes and put the servicemen on a 
state of readiness about midway be- 
tween peacetime and all-out wartime 
status. 


North Korean Pros. Kim Il-Sung or- 


dered his forces "on a war posture," 
according to a North Korean radio 
broadcast monitored in Washington.

A Cook County Sheriff's 
police spokesman said identification probably will be made 
through dental records "because of the deterioration of the body."

Operation Nutrition, a food supple- 


ment program for pregnant mothers 
and children in low-income families, 
apparently will have to shut down be- 
cause of a lack of funds. 


Cutbacks in money from the U.S. 


Community Services Administration 
is threateneing to end the nutrition 
program, Michael Raimondi, director 
of the Northwest Opportunity Center, 
said Thursday. 


More than 500 low-income families 


in the Northwest suburbs participate 
in Operation Nutrition. The program 
supplies powdered milk and eggs, 
canned meat, vegetables and peanut 
butter, instant potatoes, farina, corn 
syrup and juice to low-income fami- 
lies where there is a pregnant or post- 
partem mother, or children under 6 
years old. 


Food for the program is provided at 


no cost from the U-S. Dept. of Agri- 
culture. But it costs the Opportunity 
Center about $15,000 a year to dis- 
tribute the food and pay a worker to 
run tlie program. 


WITHOUT FUNDS from the Com- 


munity Services Administration, or 
some other source, the Opportunity 
Center cannot afford the 
program, 


Raimondi said. 


"Right now there's; really nothing 


we can do. We plan to work with the 
Community 
and 
Economic 
Devel- 


opment Assn. of Cook County, CEDA, 
to petition the federal government to 
restore the allocation for Operation 
Nutrition," Raimondi said. 


About 
2,300 low-income 
families 


throughout suburban Cook County are 


affected by the discontinuation o; the 
program, he said. CEDA oversees Op- 
eration Nutrition in Cook CoVity a d 
distributes the federal dollars to run 
the program 


Clara Rocha, administrator of Oper- 


ation Nutrition at the Opportunity 
Center, said she is more upset that 
people who need the food will not get 
it than she is about losing her job 


THE FOOD is distributed once a 


month at the Opportunity Center, now 
located at 410 N Arlington Heights 
Rd., 
Arlington Heights; and at the 


Streanvwood fire station. 


Raimondi said he plans to call a 


meeting of all the families in the 
Northwest suburbs who have relied on 
Operation Nutrition to explain the 
reasons for discontinuing food plan. Tf 
the Opportunity Center can come up 
with 
the approximately 
$15,000 it 


needs to administer the program. Op- 
eration Nutrition could be resumed, he 
said. 


Charles David Hughes Jr., CEDA's 


executive 
director, said 
Thursday 


there is still a possibility that funds 
will be available for Operation Nutri- 
tion. 


"I would like to feel that the door is 


still a little open," Hughes said. A 
meeting is planned with Community 
Services 
Administration officials in 


Chicago to discuss funding for the 
program. 


"At the present time, the Commu- 


nity Services Administration indicates 
the funds are not availabl?. Tf the 
money does not become available, we 
would have to close down the pro- 
gram, probably around Sept 15," 
Hughes said.

MIAMI fUPI) — A tropical depres- 


sion drifting erratically off South 
Florida pommeled Miami Thursday 
with gnle force winds and torrential 
rains, flooding streets and stores and 
knocking out power in scattered parts 
of the city. 


Limbs and palm fronds were ripped 


from trees by the high winds, which 
at one point began lifting slieets of 
plywood and lumber off a high-rise 
project under construction in Down- 
town Miami. 


Dr. Neil Frank, director of the Na- 


tional Hurricane Center, said the 
depression was kicking up winds of 40 
miles an hour. Gusts up to 50 and 60 
m.p.h. were reported in squalls in the 
Florida Keys and the Bahama Is- 
lands. 


"Winds are near the threshold for a 


tropical storm," Frank said, "and 
even though conditions do not favor 
rapid strengthening, even a small in- 
crease in winds would make it a tro- 
pical storm and require us to assign it 
a nam«." 


Frank said the depression, at noon, 


was centered in Florida Bay just off 
the south Florida mainland. 


"The depression is drifting slowly 


and erratically," Frank said, "and 
the heavy rains along the southeast 
Florida coast may persist for another 
lu to IB hours." 


Another disturbance being watched 


by forecasters, tropical storm Can- 
dice, continued to whip the Atlantic 
north of Bermuda with 65 m.p.h. 
winds. 


At noon, EOT, Candice was cen- 


tered 400 miles north of Bermuda 
near latitude 38.4 north and longitude 
64.6 west. The storm was moving 
north-northeast at 10 to 15 m.p.h. and 
posed no threat to the United States 
mainland. 


The depression, which 'formed off 


Key West on Wednesday, dumped as 
much as six inches of rain on Miami 
and south Florida during the day and 
brought rush-hour traffic to a stand- 
stilt. 


"It's a mess," Miami Police spokes- 


man Harry Cuniil said, "but there 
have been no serious accidents. We're 
monitoring our radios and sending 
units to flooded streets to reroute traf- 
fic." 


The heaviest flooding in downtown 


Miami was in a 15-block area between 
Biscayne Boulevard and Northeast 
13th to 18th streets. The water in 
some parts of this area was over 
three feet deep and flowed into sev- 
eral stores. 


Dade County police also reported 


heavy flooding on Key Biscayne, just 
across the bay fro Miami, where 
water was so deep in one con- 
dominium parking garage that resi- 
dents were unable to move their cars.

A strike threatened San i rancisco's trolley, bus and cable car 


system with a shutdown for the second time in four months Thurs- 
day — at the height of a record tourist season. Municipal Railway 
operators and city negotiators were more than $3 million apart on 
a total pay package as a 12:01 a.m. Friday strike deadline ap- 
proached. A walkout would affect the city's quaint cable cars, a 
prime attraction for thousands of visitors. A similar walkout 
threatened more than 750,000 bus passengers in the Los Angeles 
area where drivers and mechanics union leaders were negotiating 
with the Rapid Transit District. That contract expires at 12:01 
a.m. Friday but negotiators said they hoped to hammer out a 
settlement. 


Indictment names 4 JDL members 


An indictment unsealed Thursday charged four members of the 


Jewish Defense League with firing shots into the Russian U.N. 
Mission and residential compound, placing two pipe bombs at the 
Iraqi U X. Mission and blowing up a New Jersey gas station. The 
indictment said the alleged terrorists intended to harass the Soviet 
Iraqi "and other governments believed by the JDL to be antago- 
nistic to the Jewish people and the state of Israel." The Jewish 
Armed Resistance, a splinter group of the JDL, took responsibility 
for all four incidents. One of the suspects was Russel Kelner, 35, of 
N'evv York, a former Philadelphia school teacher turned weapons 
expert who is a major organizer for the JDL.

Tremor shakes Philippines 


A mild tremor shook the Manila area early today and scientists 


described it as part of the seismic activity that caused the earth- 
quake that devastated the southern Philippines. The temblor 
awakened residents. It registered in intensity three on the Rossi- 
Forel Scale of nine, according to the Geophysical observatory. In 
Mindanao far to the south, Navy frogmen search the Moro Gulf for 
bodies of some of the 2,282 persons reported missing in the earlier 
quake and tidal wave. 


Thousands riot in Port Elizabeth streets 


Thousands of blacks rampaged through the streets of three Port 


Elizabeth, South Africa, black suburbs Thursday, burning cars and 
buildings In the second day of racial riots in which at least 14' 
persons have died. A police spokesman said the rioters were "still 
active" in the black enclaves of Brighton, Zwide and Kwazekele. 
He said 23 blacks were wounded and 31 arrested in violence in the 
township in incidents where police fired on crowds. The latest 
deaths brought to 231 the number of persons killed in two months 
of nationwide racial upheavals.

New components found in atom 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The dis- 


covery of new components in the nu- 
cleus of the atom called "charmed 
baryons" was announced Thursday by 
physicists who said the impact of 
their research might rival the har- 
nessing of electricity. 


A team of scientists led by Dr. Won- 


yong Lee of Columbia University said 
two years of work confirmed the exis- 
tence of "charm," a physical property 
of subatomic matter that explains in- 
consistencies in the behavior of par- 
ticles like neutrons, protons and elec- 
trons that make up atoms. 


The existence of charm had been 


predicted in theory but never pre- 
viously confirmed. 


The research team composed of 


physicists from Columbia, the Univer- 
sity of Illinois and the University of 
Hawaii, made their discovery at the 
Fermi National Accelerator Labora- 
tory in Batavia, 111. 


Dr Bruoe Knapp, an assistant pro- 


fessor at Columbia, said, "We can't 
do anything with high energy physics 
like this right now but people in Fara- 
day's time didn't understand elec- 
tricity." 


He saidj "As long as you didn't fly a 


kite in a storm, you didn't have to 
worry about electricity then, but this 
discovery could become as important 
in coming years as electricity has be- 


come since those years." 


Lee said the charmed baryons were 


identified in the debris left behind 
from high speed collisions of photons, 
the particles of light which result 
when electrons are knocked out of or- 
bit around an atom's nucleus. 


Within that nucleus, particles known 


as hadrons are arranged in patterns 
— or quarks, in physics shorthand — 
that determine some characteristics 
of the baryon's behavior. 


' ' T h e r e were previously three 


known kinds of quarks," said Lee's 
colleague, Dr. Bruce Knapp. "They 
could be combined in certain ways 
that would determine the behavior of

The President, eager to reunite a 


divided party still reeling from a bit- 
ter primary election campaign, used 
his speech at the final session of the 
31st Republican National Convention 
here to sketch the record of his ad- 
ministration and proclaim a Novem- 
ber victory. 


In his acceptance speech, Ford did 


not ignore the scandals of Watergate 
which brought him to the White 
House. 


"Anger and hatred had risen to dan- 


gerous levels, dividing friends and 
families," he said. "The polarization 
of our political order had aroused un- 
worthy passions of reprisal and re- 
venge." 


And he recalled that on Aug. 9,1974, 


when he took the oath of office, the 
nation was in deep recession. 


Dole's selection as Ford's running 


mate got a somewhat mixed reaction 
f r o m 
Illinois 
Republicans. 
Most 


praised the move, but some, like U. S. 
Senator 
Charles Percy, R-Illinois, 


candidly stated "Dole will not be a 
big help to the party in the Chicago 
area." 


The Kansas senator won the vice 


presidential nomination easily, with 
only token opposition from die-hard 
Reagan supporters who placed the 
name of U. S. Senator Jesse Helms, 
R-South Carolina, in nomination. 


However, Helms called on the con- 


vention to back Dole, who he called 
"one of my best friends in the Sen- 
ate." 


The nomination of Dole marked a 


repeat of history. The last Republican 
convention held here in 1928 nomi- 
nated another Kansan, Charles Curtis, 
to be Herbert Hoover's runningmate. 


In the balloting for Dole's nomi- 


nation, Illinois cast all 101 votes for 
Ford's choice. The state had had 14 
Reagan supporters Wednesday night, 
but they closed ranks on the Dole vote

Plans made to avoid 
double aid claims 


.lames Trainor. Illinois public aid director, said Thursday his 


department is canceling and turning over to authorities the cases 
of 11 persons who allegedly have collected public aid in both Illinois 
and Indiana. Trainor said he and Wayne Stanton, administrator of 
Indiana's Depl. of Welfare, in an attempt to curb fraud, bav« 
reached an agreement which allows the two states to exchange 
information about welfare recipients. As a result of earlier meet- 
ings, Trainor said, Indiana has 
supplied records of 25,000 


recipients who receive assistance from 12 Indiana counties border- 
ing Illinois, which will be checked against Illinois' total caseload. 
Illinois already has sent Indiana 37 cases likely to match those on 
Indiana's welfare rolls, he said. Eleven of those cases turned up in 
records of both slates. Another six are being checked for possible 
fraud, Trainor said. Trainor said the state also is working 
with other border states to curb the use of two states' welfare rolls.

lative subcommittee investigating safety problems at highway-rail- 
load grade crossings will hold its final hearing Aug. 31 in Granite 
City. Stele said the Granite City meeting is the last of three 
meetings held to discuss solutions to crossing problems, determine 
why money appropriated by the legislature for protection devices 
has not been spent and proposed regulations for the crossings. 


Unexpected rebate for residents 


Viola Mayor Ivan Cooper said Thursday he and his colleagues on 


the village council think taxation is like borrowing a cup of sugar: 
You ought to give back what you don't use. So the council has 
voted to return $9,500 in unused village revenue to its 300 or so 
taxpayers In the form of $20 to $30 rebates in the fall. "I hope it 
would not displease anyone." Cooper said. "It isn't a big thing. It's 
sort of like returning a cup of sugar to a neighbor." Cooper said 
the council believes it can operate the village for the rest of the 
fiscal year, until next April, on current sources of revenue. "We 
just didn't quite need what we already asked for," Cooper said. 
The town has nothing to spend the money on since it needs no new 
equipment or buildings and its share of the state sales tax keeps 
increasing. When the council voted Monday night, only one trustee 
dissented. He wanted to keep the money for emergencies. "But we 
voted him down," another trustee said.

The Illinois Fair Employment Practices Commission said Thurs- 


day it will not ask two state agencies to stall the letting and award- 
ing of construction contracts in East St. Louis because the agencies 
have promised a review of their contract procedures. FEPC Chair- 
man Susan Vance said the Illinois Dept. of Transportation and the 
Illinois Capital Development Board will conduct "a thorough review 
of their procedures" to assure compliance with equal employment 
opportunity provisions in state construction contracts. She said the 
FEPC, therefore, will not pursue its 60-day moratorium request to 
allow it to investigate allegations of race and sex discrimination.

Ronald J. Dawson, 35, the Bridgeview village clerk and collector, 


was, found dead Thursday in his demolished car, which apparently 
veered off III. Rte. 45 and plunged down a 176-foot embankment into 
a wooded area west of suburban Palos Hills. A motorist reported 
seeing Dawson's auto traveling on the highway at a high rate of 
speed and authorities suspected the accident occurred at about that 
time. Dawson's wife phoned authorities early Thursday morning af- 
ter she became concerned because he had failed to return home. 
State and local police searched the area throughout the night before 
finding the body at the bottom of the embankment. Investigators 
said the car was airborne for about 77 feet, sheering off the tops of 
several trees, and overturning several times before crashing to the 
ground. Dawson was elected village clerk in 1967 and reelected three 
times.

Three agencies 
go to court over 
school-aid issue 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The Chicago 


school system, the Illinois Office of 
Education and the state comptroller 
squared off in court Thursday over 
the payment of a $53.23 million penal- 
ty by Chicago schools for closing ear- 
ly last year. 


Action taken Thursday by the Chi- 


cago schools and the IOE brought to 
three the number of lawsuits filed this 
week on the matter. 


The Illinois Office of Education filed 


suit in Cook County Circuit Court to 
force the state comptroller to release ' 
about $48 million in school aid pay- 
ments to Cook County, including Chi- 
cago. 


The suit, filed by IOE legal counsel 


Julia Dempsey, asks that the court 
certify 
that the IOE can legally 


stretch Chicago's penalty payment 
ever three years and that the court 
order Comptroller George Lindberg to 
pay the money. 


MEANWHILE, the Chicago schools 


filed suit asking for an injunction 
against state schools Supt. Joseph 
Cronin, Lindberg and state Treasurer 
Alan Dixon. 


The Chicago schools maintain that 


they should not have to pay the penal- 
ty at all because they were forced to 
close schools prematurely last year 
for lack of $164.9 million in school ajd 
payments. The $53 million 
penalty 


was assessed when Chicago schools 
closed 16 days early last school year. 


The suit, filed by school district 


counsel Michael Murray, also said the 
penalty was unconstitutional because 
Chicago schools were not consulted 
and that the penalty "is of such mag- 
nitude as to cripple the operation of 
the public education system" in Chi- 
cago.

An application for federal funds to 


provide rent subsidies to 150 families, 
in Lake County is expected to be ac- 
ted on today by the Lake County 
Housing Authority. 


The authority will vote on a final 


form of an application to the U.S. 
Dept. of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) for rent subsidies un- 
der the Section Eight. Program. 


Funds would be available to the 


county in mid-October if the appli- 
cation is approved by the county and 
HUD. 


Robert Cisek, .director of the hous- 


ing authority, said if the funding is 
approved, 150 families would be cho- 
sen from the county, excluding the 
Waukegan and North Chicago areas. 
Those two cities have their own hous- 
ing authorities, Cisek said. 


THE FAMILIES chosen then would 


have to find rental units in the county 
that meed HUD standards and fall 
within the rent limits established by 
HUD. The families would pay only 25 
per cent of their total income for rent 
and utilities, with the remainder paid 
by federal funds, Cisek said. 


"Let's say a family of four has an 


income of $7,200," Cisek said. "They 
qualify for s two-bedroom unit be- 
cause they have two children. They 
could rent a unit with utilities for a 
total of $234 a month. They would pay 
$150 and the housing authority would 
pay $84 directly to the landlord." 


To be eligible for the program, a 


family must fall within income guide- 
lines established by HUD. The total 
family income plus 10 per cent of the 
value of'the family's assets are com- 
puted. 
The 
total cannot exceed 


$9,900 for a family of one; $14,200 for 
a family of four; or $17,800 for a fami- 
ly of eight, Cisek said. 


The closer the family income is to 


the limit, the less benefit they would 
receive from the program, Cisek said. 
"The majority of our applicants will 
have about one-half the income limit 
or less," Cisek said. 


Priority will be given to county resi- 


dents and working families, but the 
program is not restricted to those

groups, Cisek said. 


CISEK ESTIMATED that 20 to 30 


per cent of the households in the coun- 
ty would be eligible for the rent sub- 
sidies, including most of the senior 
citizens in the county. 


A major stumbling block to the pro- 


gram is the lack of moderate-income 
rental units in the county, Cisek said. 


"I assure you there will be difficul- 


ty, especially in finding three-or four- 
bedroom apartments. The units are 
scarce and rents exceed the fair mar- 
ket rents allowable by HUD," the 
housing authority director said. 


For rental units in buildings without 


elevators, rent limits range from $175 
for a studio apartment to $306 for a 
four-bedroom apartment. Rent limits 
for buildings with elevators are 10 per 
cent higher, Cisek said. 


MOST MUNICIPALITIES prefer 


apartment developments with a large 
percentage of one-and two-bedroom 
units, Cisek said. "There have not 
been a lot of three-and four-bedroom 
units built in the past several years," 
he added. 


The housing authority probably will 


have to ask HUD to raise the rent 
limits 20 to 30 per cent, Cisek said. 


"They are set at the lower level of 


the rental market in the six-county 
area. It might work in some parts of 
this county but not in most parts of 
the county," Cisek said. 


The authority expects to start noti- 


fying county residents to fill out a pre- 
application form as soon as the 
HUD funds are approved.

village's advantage to annex the land 
because it would Increase business 
and industrial tax bases and give Buf- 
falo Grove a balance of uses. He also 
said It would bring Buffalo Grove two 
miles closer to Lake Michigan for a 
future water supply. 


THE MASTER PLAN also recom- 


mends the golf course area remain a 


golf course, with less commercial zon- 
ing and more industry than being pro- 
posed for surrounding land. 


Grossman said the golf course 


would have to be eliminated to pro- 
vide fill to raise nearby land for hous- 
ing developments. Much of the land is 
located on the flood plain, and plan- 
ners hope to develop large detention 
areas through the present golf course 
land.

Body discovered

had been in the woods was available 
Thursday night, but a spokesman for 
the Cook County Sheriff's police said 
"It may have been some time. There 
wasn't much of the body left." 


THE SPOKESMAN said identi- 


fication of the body probably will be 
confirmed by examination of dental 
records, "because it's hard to say 
what happened to him because of the 
deterioration of the body." 


The body was recovered by person- 


nel from the sheriff's office, although 
the Cook County Forest Preserve 
Rangers will be conducting an in- 
vestigation into the body's discovery. 


Rangers blocked off the northwest 


entrance to the forest preserve Thurs- 
day afternoon, keeping curiosity seek- 
ers and visitors away from In- 
vestigators on the scene. 


The body was transferred from Lu- 


theran General Hospital in Park 
Ridge to the Cook County Morgue. 


Police said Thursday they do not 


know the cause of death. 


An autopsy is scheduled today by 


the Cook County Coroner's office.

He said only about 22 acres 
were being proposed, excluding the 
149-acre forest preserve and addition- 
al water areas. He said forest pre- 
serves do not receive credit as park 
donations under village ordinances. 


Grossman said there are about 40 


acres of ponds and streams which he 
thinks should be counted toward a 
park donation. 


"I had a little difficulty under- 


standing (the park district's stand) 
because I do think there is such a 


thing as water recreation," he said. 


KIDDLE ALSO questioned whether 


the land proposed for a seven-acre 
school site would be adequate for the 
number of students generated. Gross- 
man's report indicates the devel- 
opment would generate 820 elementa- 
ry school students and 246 high school 
students. He said Aptakisic-Tripp 
Dist. 102, which is anticipating serious 
financial problems in the next few 
years, would benefit financially. 


Another problem raised at the meet- 


ing was that the land proposed for de- 
velopment is not entirely owned by 
the Johnson family, which is requiring 
the annexation and owns most of the 
property in the proposed development 
site. 


A representative of the Chevy Chase 


Subdivision Homeowners Assoc. and a 
subdivision homeowner said 
they 


were worried they would be forced 
into annexation by Buffalo Grove. The 
proposed annexation would cause the 
subdivision to be completely sur- 
rounded by the village. 


"How can one village and one land- 


owner get together and decide what 
will happen to 200 innocent people 
who don't have a voice?" asked Ger- 


ald Roberts, 20 Columbus Pkwy., who 
also is a candidate for the Lake Coun- 
ty Board. "We're going to get pulled 
into annexation — whether we like it 
or not — without having anything to 
say about it." 


ROBERT AND MABEL Thoresen, 


880 Prague Dr., treasurer of the 
homeowners group, were told the vil- 
lage could forcibly annex any proper- 
ty completely surrounded by it. 


Comr. Stephen Goldspiel said he 


questioned the development of mul- 
t i p 1 e-family developments because 
they are not selling well now. 


"I really don't like the idea of zon- 


ing so much land R-9 or R-8 at a time 
when so many people are coming to 
us saying they can't build R-9 and 
R-8," he said. 


Goldspiel also said he thought the 


traffic circulation designated on the 
plans was poor for such a devel- 
opment. 


Grossman said the Johnsons hope to 


have the property annexed by the end 
of this year so they can begin the 
eight-year development project next 
year. The plan commission has not 
set a date for the next workshop ses- 
sion to review the proposed annexa- 
tion and zoning.

Anne Copeland spent a few min- 


utes talking about her family's 
dedication to muscular dystrophy 
research, and to the ongoing fund 
programs conducted by Lewis. 


"WE'VE HAD a special thing 


about this fund," Anne said. It's 
special because of Shelley. 


She was their oldest sister. Shel- 


ley would be a high school gradu- 
ate today. All her life she fought 
to overcome muscle weakness. 


Shelley's problems were con- 


genital. "Her movement was res- 
tricted, but a happier baby I don't 
tliink I ever had or a more alert 
baby." Anne said. 


"Nothing was wrong with her 


mind, that's for sure, in fact, her 
goal was to be a writer. Terrific 
imagination." 


Physicians never could deter- 


mine why Shelley had congenital 
muscle weakness. The family did 
not know that Shelley had muscu- 
lar dystrophy until three years 
ago when tests were conducted at 
the Rehabilitation Institute of Chi- 
cago. 


"Prior to that we had not been 


given a name ffor the disease!," 
Anne said. "We were only told 
that 
it was a nonprogressive 


muscle weakness." 


Shelley Copeland became 
ill 


with 
pneumonia in September 


1974. She was hospitalized first at 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center 
in Elk Grove Village, then at Wes- 
ley Memorial Hospital in Chicago. 


HER LUNGS began to fill with 


fluid. 
That 
caused 
congestive 


heart failure. "Twice she fought it 
off. The third time was just a 
little too much," Anne said. "She 
was lucid right to the very last." 


It has been nearly two years 


since Shelley's death. "What you 
can change, you worry about. 
What you can't change, you don't 
worry about," Anne said. 


"If anything, it mad« ut a 


closer family. We've been able to 
talk about things. We've never 
shut out the fact that it happened. 
There's never been any taboo. 


"WE'RE ALL aware that Shel- 


ley's missed." her mother said. 
"It's not as if it didn't happen." 


The carnival they will hold to- 


day 
was Wendy's idea. She 


brought home papers from school. 
They wrote for more information. 
Now here It is, the day of their 
carnival, 


"If we could get $100 from this, 


that would be fabulous," Anne 
said. "I'm thinking more like 
$50."

Wendy added, "And our prizes 


are fabulous. You can win that 
mouse for 5 cents.

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Veteran tusslerDole adds steel to ticket 


Kansas city, mo. (UPI) — When the 


Republicans need a tough political in- 
fighter who can take it as well as dish 
it out. they call on Bob Dole. 


A tough campaigner is just what 


President Ford needs, facing an uphill 
fight against Democrat Jimmy Car- 
ter, and again Dole was called in to 
help, this time as Ford's running 
mate. 


With a tight smile, the Kansas sena- 


tor can deliver a caustic argument on 
the Senate floor or a biting joke to a 
crowd back home. The joke often is 
aimed at himself 


With the experience of two years as 


GOP national chairman, Dole, 53, was 
perhaps the natural choice for tem- 


porary chairman for the 1976 Republi- 
can National Convention at Kansas 
City, bordering his home state, and 
those same 
qualities 
undoubtedly 


were a factor in President Ford's se- 
lection of a running mate. 


Well known in Washington, and with 


strong agricultural ties, Dole had 
been mentioned before as one who 
could shore up weak spots in the 
campaign against Carter. 


BEFORE THE selection, Dole said 


he thought his chances were remote, 
but asked if he would accept, he said, 
"I think anybody would want to be 
vice president." 


Dole also has avoided enemies 


among the defeated supporters of 
Ronald Reagan. Despite the fact he 


was a Ford delegate to the con- 
vention, the conservative senator re- 
frained from attacking Reagan. 


Even when he spoke in Ford's be- 


half at the Kansas state Republican 
convention — following an appearance 
by Reagan — Dole's tone was con- 
ciliatory. He said both were fine men 
he could support and that the party 
must unite behind whatever candidate 
is selected. 


One of his stronger statements 


about Reagan on that occasion in- 
dicated the former California gover- 
nor was criticizing Ford for problems 
born of a Democrat-controlled Con- 
gress. 


"I THINK he (Reagan) is making a 


mistake in who runs that show," Dole 
told the Kansans. 


The senator was warned by several 


people — including his wife, Federal 
Trade Comr- Elizabeth Hanford Dole 
— to stay away from the state- 
convention. Kansas Republicans said 
if he got enbroiled in the national par- 
ty fight it could bring him as much 
trouble at home as his earlier in- 
volvement in the national GOP. 


Dole's 
close 
identification 
with 


Richard Nixon and the fact he headed 
the national party at the time of the 
Watergate break-in are considered 
major reasons Dole nearly lost his 
Senate seat in 1974. 


As 
one Capitol Hill observer 


quipped, "If you like Dick Nixon, 


you'll love Bob Dole." 


Dole defeated former Rep. William 


Roy, D-Kan., by 13,532 votes of 794,137 
votes cast in 1974. 


BUT IN SPITE of the warnings, 


Dole got involved this year. 


"Well, I think most of you voted for 


me for Congress because I didn't stay 
away from a good contest," he told 
the Kansas state convention. 


Dole was born July 22, 1923 at Rus- 


sell, Kan-, where he still has a home. 
He received a bachelor of arts degree 
from the University of Arizona and 
law degrees from Washburn Univer- 
sity in Topeka. 


He served 5%' years in the Army in 


World War II, including a stint as an 
infantry platoon leader in the 10th 


Mountain Division in Italy. He twice 
was wounded and twice decorated for 
heroism. 


He was hospitalized 39 months as a 


result of wounds that left him with a 
crippled right arm and hand. During 
his hospitalization he. met his first 
wife, Phyllis, whom he divorced in 
1972. 


Dole began his political career at 


26, with election to the Kansas House 
of Representatives in 1951. He served 
four terms as Russell County attor- 
ney, 1953-1961. 


In 1960 he was elected to the house 


and reelected every two years until 
he won a Senate seat in November 
1968, succeeding retiring Republican 
Frank Carlson.

College in Milwaukee. Musfeldt 
worked for Ford in the Florida 
primary. 


Despite the fact that Musfeldt 


has been staying at Benedictine 
College in Atchlson, Kan., a two- 
hour bus ride from the convention 
center, he said the week has been 
worth the time. 


"This has been the most fantas- 


tic week. It Is like the zoo theory 


in action. There is one of every 
kind here. You have the gays and 
the hippies and the peons. Every- 
one from the President to Walter 
Cronkite is here and accessible. 


But it's the food Lytle and Mus- 


feldt complained about. 


"It really stinks. I paid $130 for 


the trip, and I think $125 went for 
gas for the buses, $4 for the room 
and $1 for food," Musfeldt said. 
He added that he has devoted 
much attention to trying to get

commant post at the Trade Mart 
in the Municipal auditorium in 
search of a decent meal. 


BUT THE STUDENTS' schedule 


has been much more than looking 
for places to eat.

"A lot of things 
get announced at the last minute, 
and we have to be on our toes," 
she added. 


Even though the Presidentials 


have the self-described role as 
cheerleaders for the Ford cam- 
paign, the students believe their 
efforts are genuine. 


"The appearances are organ- 


ized and well orchestrated, but 
the people are sincere and really 
enthusiastic," she added. 


Another member of the group, 


Carl Trehus of Harrington, noted 
that "all of us paid our own way 


out here so I am sure the reaction 
is really spontaneous and enthu- 
siastic." 


Musfeldt described the scene at 


the nightly convention activities 
as "kind of like a barroom brawl 
atmosphere." 
• "IF THEY (THE supporters of 
Ronald Reagan) start a chant or 
something, we are supposed to 
start a cheer back and drown 
them out," he said. 


All of the students involved in 


the program sounded convincing 
in their support for the Ford cam- 
paign. Lytle said she got involved 
in the Ford effort almost acciden- 
tally when a friend needed to 
work on a political campagn as 
part of a college class. 


Lytel said she chose the Ford 


campaign in Milwaukee for the 
friend's project because it seemed 
to have the most activity at the 
time. However, the friend decided 
not to get involved in the cam- 
paign, and Lytle got interested 
and worked for the President 
through the Wisconsin primary. 


Lytle said she plans to go home 


next week and babysit before 
heading back to school. Musfeldt 
added that he wants to get some 
sleep, something that was in short 
order along with the food, and 
then head back to school. 


"I have never seen a President 


up this close before, and I have 
seen him three times this week. 
You can get a little blase about it, 
but I figured that I would never 
have the time to do this again, 
and it's been super," Musfeldt 
said. 


Robert who, from where? 


Voters 'Dole9 out views 
on Ford's running mate

"You want, my reaction? It's who is 


he?" That was Francis Boyd's reac- 
tion to President Ford's selection of 
Sen. Robert Dole of Kansas as his 
running mate. 


In random, on-the-street interviews, 


some Northwest suburban residents 
expressed surprise that Ford didn't 
pick a more well-known figure, such 
as Sen. Howard Baker of Tennessee 
or Ronald Reagan. Others approved 
of the choice. 


"It suits me fine," said F. C. Gray, 


an Arlington Heights resident who 
said he's been a Republican all of his 
82 years. 


"IT LOOKS LIKE the Democrats 


need someone to slam-bang them, to 
call them names," Gray said. He 
views Dole as the man for that job. 


Gray was backing Reagan's try for 


the presidential nomination, but said 
that it really "doesn't make much dif- 
ference" whether Reagan or Ford 
runs because "Carter hasn't anything 
to offer." 


Another former Reagan supporter, 


Lilian Lidgen, 1605 N. Belmont Ave., 
Arlington Heights, said Ford's selec- 


tion of Dole hasn't helped her decide 
if she can support Ford in November. 


"I was really hoping Reagan would 


have gotten the nomination (for Presi- 
dent)," Mrs. Lidgen said. 


MARY LUNDGREN, 245 Clearmont 


Dr., Elk Grove Village, said she had 
hoped Reagan would have been cho- 
sen. "I sympathize with him," said 
the woman who described herself as 
an independent Democrat. "I wish ev- 
eryone could have been a winner. But 
I'm going to vote for Carter." 


J a n e Adelman, 303 E. Camp 


McDonald Rd., Prospect Heights, said 
she didn't think Baker would be pick- 
ed. "I really thought that Baker was 
thinking ahead to 1980," said Mrs. 
Adelman, who plans to vote for Jim- 
my Carter. 


Mrs. Adelman said she also knew 


Ford would not select Texan John 
Connally. "That would have been a 
death wish," because of Connally's 
Watergate connections, Mrs. Adelman 
said. 


"I'm sorry, I don't even know who 


Robert Dole is," said Mrs. Fred Ham- 
mond, 3601 Oriole, Rolling Meadows. 
Mrs. Hammond said she hadn't been 


following the Republican convention 
and had not expected Dole to be se- 
lected. 


"I didn't know Robert Dole before 


Tuesday night," said Richard W. Hall, 
2420 
Brandenberry 
Ct., Arlington 


Heights. "I can only assume that 
President Ford chose someone sim- 
ilar to himself." 


HALL, WHO WILL be voting for the 


first time this year, said he liked Ford 
and may vote for him in November 
because he believes "the country is 
not ready for a change of govern- 
ment." 


Hall said that Dole's anonymity on 


the national scene did not bother him. 
"Nobody knew President Ford at the 
time he was picked as vice president, 
maybe it will be the same way with 
Sen. Dole," Hall said. 


A Democrat, Leonard McCracken of 


Arlington Heights, said Dole is "a 
lackluster name" but that regardless 
of who Ford selected "I don't think 
it'll be much of a go" in November. 


McCracken, who lives at 1229 S. 


Walnut St., said he thought Ford 
would select a more well-known per- 
sonality to share the Republican tick- 
et. 


State delegates surprised by Dole 
but will back 'the great campaigner' 


Illinois and Northwest suburban 


delegates to the Republican National 
Convention reacted with surprise to 
the nomination of Sen. Robert Dole as 
the party's vice presidential nominee, 
and were generally uncertain of the 
impact of the Kansan on the ticket. 


Former Gov. Richard Ogilvie, head 


of the Illinois delegation, said, "It's 
going to be a little tough," to attract 
independents to the Ford-Dole ticket.

"My own 
thought had been that it would be a 
good idea to try to build the party by 
broadening the base. But I'm certain- 
ly prepared to support the nominees." 


"He has a great sense of humor, 


and he is certainly a strong cam- 
paigner," said Glena D. .Tieha of Pal- 
atine- She said she met Dole about six 
years ago when he was official of the 
Republican National Committee and 
was impressed • with his campaign 
style. 


"I don't know anything negative 


about him. He should be a strong can- 
didate, especially in the Downstate 
areas," noted Irl H. Marshall of High- 
land Park. 


WILLIAM J. HEFFERNAN of Ar- 


lington Heights said he "personally 
liked Dole." Heffernan said he was 
not sure what Dole would do for the

party initially, but he was sure that 
Dole would become an asset later in 
the campaign. 


WHILE MOST local delegates said 


Ford had made a wise selection in 
Dole, State Rep. Donald L. Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, besides praising 
the choice said Dole could help the 
GOP gain the support of Reagan 
backers from the western part of Illi- 
nois because of the senator's strong 
record on agricultural programs. 


Harold B. Smith Jr., of Barrington, 


said Dole will "help the campaign."

against Democratic candidate Jimmy 
Carter and the GOP nominee "it will 
be a four-way race." 


ROCHE SAID GOP conservatives, 


including Mrs. Schlafly and Coors, 
one of the chief sources of campaign 
funds for conservative candidates, 
have not committed themselves to at- 
tend the independent convention. "I 
think they wanted to wait to make 
sure the Republicans were having a 
funeral in Kansas City and not a con- 
vention," Roche said.

Chemist clarifies stories 


I read with some interest the article that appeared 


Aug. 2 concerning the derailment of a 10-car Balti- 
more & Ohio R.R. frieght at Blanchester, Ohio. Two 
tank cars containing ethylene oxide were involved in 
the accident. I object to the statements made in this 
article concerning the alledged toxicity and ex- 
plosion hazard of ethylene oxide. As a research 
chemist, I have used this chemical a number of 
times and can testify to the fact that the substance is 
not nearly as dangerous as the article would suggest. 


Statements were made in the story to the effect 


that ". . , if the fumes so much as touch you, they 
would burn you before you could get your clothes 
off," ". . . the chemical's temperature rises to about 
1,000 degrees when it comes into contact with air," 


and ".. .the most dangerous gas railroads carry," 
are at best grossly misleading or completely er- 
roneous. 


Like most flammable substances, the gas, If con- 


fined, could explode if ignited, but the liquid pos- 
sesses no explosion hazard. Also, the temperature of 
the gas certainly does not reach 1000 degrees upon 
contact with air. If ignited, however, the flame tem- 
perature might get that hot under certain conditions. 
Like most reactive chemicals, ethylene oxide can 
cause irritation to the mucous membranes or skin 
when exposure reaches a high enough concentration, 
however, it is substantially less toxic than many oth- 
er bulk chemicals transported by rail such as chlo- 
rine and phosgene. 


I have been increasingly concerned with the trend 


in the media toward sensationalizing the hazards of 
chemicals. Most chemicals are quite safe when han- 
dled properly and pose little or no risk to the public. 
The enormous benefits mankind reaps from chem- 
istry far outweighs any possible dangers the use of 
chemicals may offer. I think that you could do the 
public a service by carrying articles which describe 
the advantages chemicals bring society rather than 
concentrating on sensational stories about accidents 
involving chemicals.

A favorable rule on honesty amendments

In California last June, the voters 


decided not to impose strict safety 
standards on future construction of 
nuclear powerplants when they voted 
down Proposition 15. 


This fall, California voters will have 


the opportunity to force their legisla- 
ture to provide more funding for the 
board set up to deal with labor dis- 
putes involving farm workers. 


Both measures are the result of Cal- 


ifornia's system, which allows in- 
itiative petitions from citizens for both 
Consitutional amendments and legis- 
lative issues. To some, the system is 
the hallmark of democracy. To oth- 
ers, it is democracy unleashed to the 
point of anarchy. 


Those two opposing views of the in- 


itiative petition will be the focus next 
week when the Illinois Supreme Court 
hears arguments on whether the three 
proposed "political honesty amend- 
ments" will be in the Illinois ballot in 
November. 


There is perhaps only one thing on 


which the opponents in the case agree 
— if the Supreme Court rules in favor 
of the honesty amendments, Illinois 
will have taken a long step toward 
adopting the California system of in- 
itiative petition. 


The system 
used in 
California, 


which allows both Constitutional and 
Legislative initiatives, also operates 
in other states, most of them in the 
west. It is a result of the progressive 
reform movements that swept the 
country at the turn of the century un- 
der the leadership of Wisconsin's Rob- 
ert LaFolletle and others. 


The results of the system are wide- 


ranging. In Oregon, because voters 
can call a referendum to reverse any 
action of the leigslature, all attempts 
to impose a state sales lax have been 
defeated. In Colorado, voters by refer- 
endum banned the 1976 Winter Olym- 
pics. 


In California, where the initiative 


petition 'has evolved into an art, 
strict laws were passed governing 
campaign financing, registration of 
lobbyists and conflict of interest. 


To leaders of the Illinois Coalition 


for Policital Honesty, supporters of 
the political honesty amendments, the 
unlimited initiative is a positive way 
to force responsive government. Un- 
limited initiatives "would be the best 
tiling that could happen in Illinois," 
Thomas Quinn of the coalition says. 
''Chaos does not descend on a state 
because the people are allowed to 
vote on issues." 


Samuel Witwer ST., president of the 


Constitutional Convention that drafted 


Wandalyn 


Rice 


the 1970 Illinois Constitution, takes the 
opposite view. The convention, he 
says, rejected the idea of an unlimited 
initiative "because of the difficulties 
it has caused in other states." 


An 
unlimited 
initiative, 
Witwer 


says, "would make a shambles of the 
Illinois Constitution" and as a result 
"it wouldn't be long before we'd be in 
worse shape than California." 


Coalition officials dismiss Witwer's 


arguments as the efforts of what they 
call "an entrenched political power 
structure" to keep power out of the 
voters' hands. Patrick Quinn, secre- 
tary of the coalition says, "I expected 
Witwer to say in court that it would 
be an end to Western civilization if we 
succeeded." 


Coalition officials also are blunt 


about the fact that if they succeed in 
getting the honesty amendments on 
the ballot, they have other plans. 
Since the Constitution clearly limits 
citizen 
petitions 
to Constitutional 


amendments, Patrick Quinn says the 
group may support a Constitutional 
amendment to provide for legislative 
initiative in Illinois. Legislative in- 
itiatives 
grant 
law-making 
power 


directly to voters through 
referen- 


dum. 


"That (the legislative initiative) is 


something that would be enormously 
popular," Patrick Quinn says. "It 
would probably have a high priority 
with us." 


Coalition officials see the initiative 


petition as a device that will become 
increasingly popular in this state. If 
they should lose their case on the hon- 
e s t y 
initiatives, 
Patrick 
Quinn 


says the group may resort to the sel- 
dom-used provision of Illinois law that 
allows advisory referenda to apply po- 
litical pressure to force the legislature 
to broaden initiative power. 


"Politicians in Illinois who start 


coming out against initiative petitions 
could be in a very hot spot whatever 
their party," he says. "The initiative 
is a firecracker that can be used to 
get things moving where they haven't 
before."

His 
view of the human race as he con- 
fronts it in his day-to-day work must 
be rather fearsome. His job begins af- 
ter "please" has lost all effect. His 
starting point is stern and can run on 
through brow-beating all the way to 
nasty. 


For every tale you can tell of debt 


collector brutality, he can probably 
tell one or two of debtor infidelity. 
Many of his tactics have long been 
accused of being less than wholesome 
and more than necessary to get the 
job done. The collector is a man doing 
iiis appointed job, which he might not 
like any more than the collectee. But 
there's no excuse for unfair collecting 
practices. If you think that you may 
have been a victim of such, the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission would want to 
know of it. They can help eliminate 
such practices, but only if they know

when and where they exist. 


Some of the unfair collecting prac- 


tices are as follows: 


• Using collection notices that con- 


tain false or misleading representa- 
tions, such as notices that falsely ap- 
pear to be legal process papers. 


• Notifying a debtor's employer of 


a past-due account, or requesting the 
employer to help collect the debt, thus 
bringing undue pressure on the de- 
btor. 


• Harassing the debtor through pro- 


fane or obscene language, or by plac- 
ing telephone calls continuously or at 
unusual limes. 


• Threatening to damage the debt- 


or's credit status by referring his 
name to a bona fide credit reporting 
agency, when no such action was ac- 
tually taken or contemplated. 


• Using violence or threats of vio- 


lence to collect debts. 


• Threatening to seize items which, 


by law, are exempt from legal collec- 
tion process. 


• Using fraudulent service of court 


summons to obtain default judgments 
without notice. 


Notify the Federal Trade Commis- 


sion, Washington. D. C., it you know 
of any such practices. 


Meanwhile, to avoid having to con- 


front a debt collector, try to confine 
your credit dealings to local credit 
grantors (merchants, lenders and so 
forth) who have a known reputation 
for fair and honest dealings in all 
matters. Out-of-town credit grantors 
can be difficult to communicate with 
And merchants who ballyhoo how 
easy their credit is can be the hardest 
to deal with when it comes to delin- 
quency. 


At the first inkling that you might 


fall behind in any payments, commu- 
nicate in the flesh with the creditor. If 
you seek his cooperation early, and if 
you perform in accordance with what- 
ever accommodations he may offer, 
you'll avoid his later wrath, and that 
of the collector's. 1 repeat: in the 
flesh: not. by phone or letter. There's 
simply no substitute for a person-to- 
person meeting to keep the air clear, 
cooperative and honest.

Oil magnates invest in Middle East 


by LK ROY POPE 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The Arabs 


and Iranians, who it was feared might 
gobble up major western industries 
with their oil riches, instead seem 
to l)e putting most of their money 
to work at home 


They 
have 
invested substantial 


sums in the West but the total is a 
drop in the bucket compared to the 
$40-$60 billion they have poured into 
their own countries to industrialize 
and raise a standard of living depr- 
essed for centuries. 


They also have bought armaments 


both from the Soviet Union and some 
western nations because of their con- 
tinuing bitter distrust of Israel and 
rivalries among themselves. 


But the published armament pur- 


chases of 17 Arab countries and Iran 
(which is an oil-rich Moslem country 
whose people are not Arabs) amount 
to only 12 per cent of known in- 
vestments in their economy in the 
past two years and fall far behind 
some $16.25 billion invested in in- 
dustry and $7.9 billion invested 
in 


transportation. 


THESE 
FIGURES, compiled by 


various statistical sources and pub- 
lished in Aramco World, a magazine 
put out by Arabian American Oil Co., 
cover only the period from December 
1973 to January 1975. They total $38 
billion and the editors of the magazine 
say that for the two and a half years 
up to June 1976, the total could be $62 
billion. 


Surprisingly, 
the

snowed 


France, the colonial ruler ousted since 
World War II by so many of the Arab 
states, still enjoys cordial trade rela- 
tions with the Moslem world and land- 
ed the biggest share of the 1974 con- 
tracts — $10.12 billion. The United 
States got $6 07 billion and West Ger- 
many, Italy, Japan and Britain each 
$2 billion to $4 billion. The Soviet bloc 
got less than $2 billion. 


The study also pinpointed the rapid 


growth of the Arab steelmaking in- 
dustry. Damascus steel was famous 
at the time of the Crusades but there 
was no steel industry worth men- 
tioning in the Arab world five years 
ago. 


Now all but four of these Moslem 


countries produce steel in new mills 
that convert iron ore directly into 
sponge iron for electrical steel fur- 
naces, bypassing the costly and air- 
pollut'ing blast furnace. It is thought 
possible the new Arab iron mills may 
become suppliers of sponge iron to 
Japanese and European steel mills. 
An abundance of natural gas for the 
fuel is the big advantage of the Arab 
steel mills. 


ANOTHER SURPRISE in the re- 


port is the rapid progress of Algeria 
whose industrial production grew 30 
per cent in 1973 and probably even 
better than that in the past two years. 
Algeria, largely agricultural under 
French rule, has let contracts in the 
past two years for a wide variety of 
industrial projects. 


Naturally, the petrochemical in- 


dustry is of prime importance to the 
' Arabs and Iranians because they want 
to integrate their oil industry and ex- 
tract as much benefit from it as pos- 
sible. Yel, of the huge 
J974 in- 


vestments, only $623.b million went 
into petrochemicals. That's mainly 
because so much of their oil wealth is 
controlled by international companies 
who prefer to process it elsewhere

Brief history 


of Camel Corps 


Unlikely as it may seem now, America very nearly became a 


nation explored and settled on camelback. 


Before the American Southwest could be settled, or even crossed 


safely, protection from the Indians was necessary. Charged with 
this task, the Army sprinkled a line of dedicated but feeble forts 
across the routes which would bring pioneers to the new territory. 
Their only mode of transportation, however, was the horse, mule 
or ox. and these quickly proved to be totally inadequate for trav- 
eling between the outposts with sufficient supplies to maintain 
them. 


In 1853 Jefferson Davis became Secretary of War under Presi- 


dent Franklin Pierce and, based on his knowledge of trans- 
portation in the deserts of the Near East, he began immediately to

lobby for the importation of camels to do the job. It took two years 
of patience and politicking to convince Congress to give the camels 
a try. It finally voted to spend $30,000 to purchase a herd of 
camels. 


THE PRESIDENT approved the bill on March 3, 1855, and Sec- 


retary Davis sent Army Maj. Wayne and Navy Lt. Porter to 
Arabia to obtain the best camels they could find. 


By Feb. II, 1856, the Navy ship "Supply" left for the U.S. carry- 


ing its strange, "hawmped" cargo. Three months later it docked 
at Indianola, Tex., to general relief, especially by the camels who 
were overjoyed to be on dry land again. 


The camels proved a blessing for the Army once the men 


learned to handle them. It was not uncommon to have ordinary 
camels carry a 550-pound load (more than twice the limit of pack 
mules). The larger animals could be fitted with 700 to 800 pounds 
and, upon occasion for short trips, upwards of 1,000 pounds. And, 
they could travel -10 to 50 miles a day consistently. 


The ultimate test of the camels' usefulness and the deciding 


factor in the Army's decision to establish them as regulation 
mounts was the Wagon Road Survey of 1857, held in the form of an 
endurance run. 


ITS SUCCESS convinced the Secretary of War to order the pur- 


chase of an additional 1.000 camels, an order that was in the 
process when the Civil War broke out and cut off the funding that 
had been reserved for the Camel Corps. 


By the time the war was over, the railroad was beginning to do 


what the camels had been intended to do, and the army-issue 
camels became obsolete overnight.

the company. 


"Camels are independent loners," said Camp, somewhat defen- 


sively. "They didn't respond to affection. But they certainly we- 
ren't hostile as we'd heard they might be.

of the stores as the movie company took a break between scenes. 
While the film crew looked on a man broke from the door and ran 
for daylight. 


The shop-lifter fled on foci across the desert. He hotfooted it 


away from his pursuers and appeared to be making a clean geta- 
way. A wrangler aboard Tanya gave chase in what could have 
passed for a scene from a Laurel and Hardy epic. 


The miscreant, sure he was making good his escape, heard the

that he and his publisher are not 


seeking to cash on the country's 
current flu frenzy. 


The doctor's" inside, 
author- 


itative tips on how to avoid and 
survive the flu amount to a collec- 
tion 
of well-known home re- 


medies, common sense and the 
advice that, if you are really sack, 
you should see your doctor. 


Neither chicken soup, mustard 


plasters nor over-the-counter cold 
remedies will really cure the flu. 
The flu virus is too small to be 
screened by a face mask and so 
contagious that it is spread on 
tiny air-borne droplets. Fever, 
chills, cough, body aches and 
weakness are the most common 
early symptoms. 


The disease's real danger lies in 


potential 
complications, 
most 


commonly pneumonia. And flu is 


especially dangerous among per- 
sons over age 65 and among the 
chronically ill, he tells us. 
A CHAPTER IN the book on 
the anti-flu diet could have been 
lifted from almost any junior high 
school textbook. Do we really 
need Dr. Imperato to tell us that 
well-nourished 
people are less 


likely to get sick than the malnou- 
rished? 


The book's chapter on swine flu 


is a handy-enough recap of the de- 
velopments that have led us to 
plans for mass inoculations this 
fall. But it adds little if anything 
new about the disease. 


Chapters; on avoiding and sur- 


viving the flu include questions 
and answers that in some intances 
are almost too absurd to believe: 


Q. If someone on an elevator is 


coughing a great deal, will I pre- 
vent flu by holding my breath or 
by getting off at the next floor? 


A. If that person has the flu, 


you will reduce your chances of 
contracting it by getting off at the 
next floor. Holding your breath 
might be helpful for a few sec- 
onds, but prolonged breath hold- 
ing is neither a safe nor efficient 
method 
of protecting 
yourself 


from the virus. 


In another section, Dr. Imperato 


tells us not to worry about getting 
the flu from a toilet seat, or from 
eating peanuts from a bowl at a 
bar! 


There is some useful medical in- 


formation in "What to Do About 
the Flu." The explanation of how 
the flu virus manages to change

Alice Cooper's Idea of hell is a dis- 


cotheque with a disc Jockey devil and 
a personal punishment of having to 
dance forever. 


Cooper, it would seem, hates to 


dance although he likes to tear around 
on stage a lot doing very weird things. 
Those weird things are what led Coop- 
er to his new album, "Alice Cooper 
Goes To Hell'1 (Warner Bros.) 


As Cooper sings in the opening, "Go 


To Hell," he has been condemned 
"for ciimmal acts and violence on the 
stage" and other, more personal 
vices. 


The album is another inventive 


triumph for the perpetual showman 
even if the singing does not always go 
down easy. Cooper's lyrics are better 
than usual throughout and guitarist 
Dick Wagner's music is service- 
able Bob Ezrln's production touch is 
in evidence everywhere. 


THE RESULT IS a likeable pas- 


tiche of rock, disco beats, self-parody, 
vaudeville, autobiography and ballads 
— similar in both concept and execu- 
tion to last year's "Welcome To My 
Nightmare" concept album. 


The standout tracks are the up- 


tempo "Go To Hell" and "You Gotta 
Dance." the vaudevillian "Give the 
Kid a Break" (complete with corny 
puns) and the confessional "Guilty."

THE UNSEEING

The conventional wisdom holds — 


and the intellectual community depl- 
ores — that television news plays a 
leading role in how the American 
people pick their Presidents. 


Twaddle, say the authors of "The 


Unseeing Eye " The subtitle of their 
book is "The Myth of Television Pow- 
er in Natonal Elections," and their 
thesis holds that the American public 
is smarter than either the politicians 
or the networks believe it to be 


The authors, professors of political 


science at Syracuse University in New 
York, charge that during presidential 
campaigns network newscasts fail to 
cover the candidates' qualifications 
to be president or their positions on 
the issues, while devoting what mea- 
ger time is available to the horse race 
aspects of the campaign — even in a 
year such as 1172 when it. the horse 
race, was over before it began 


THE PROBLEM, according to the 


professors goes back to basics, First, 
television looks for picture presenta- 
tions—a candidate sampling a stom- 
ach curdling mix of ethnic foods as he 
eats his way along the campaign trail 
offers better picture possibilities than 
tfie "talking heads" involved in a dis- 
cussion of foreign policy or welfare 
alternatives. 


Another problem cited is the limita- 


tion of television time to half-hour 
newscasts, in which information is im- 
parted only as quickly as an anchor- 
man or reporter can speak distinctly. 


"More precisely," the authors 


write, "all the words spoken on a net- 
work evening newscast will fit, with 
room to spare, on the front page of a 
newspaper When a large portion of 
that limited number of words is de- 
voted to campaign hi jinks, the net- 
works in effect rule out the coverage 
of more relevant election informa- 
tion." 


As for the candidates' images, the 


politicians and I heir campaign man- 
agers might take note of this com- 
ment by the authors: 


"THE LONG AND short of images 


is that voters are not fools. Claims

He poured himself an evening 
cocktail behind the bar of his Beverly 
Hills home, one of the oldest in that 
silk llned-po-ket of the rich. "A thou- 
sand letters a week have been coming 
in," he said. 


"A LOT OF the mall Is from kids 


who seem to think we made those mu- 
sicals only a couple of years ago. And 
I'm surprised at the romantic notes 
I'm getting from girls who weren't 
even born when I made those pic- 
tures. 


"The interesting thing about 'Enter- 


tainment 2' is that Fred Astaire and I 
did some new things as hosts of the 
picture. Audiences can see us then 
and now. 


"I directed those sequences. Fred 


wqs wary about dancing again. I told 
hi.n \ve wouldn't compete with our- 
selves of 20 years ago. We'd just 
make a few moves.

At the 
same time I'm too old to get the 
young girl in a movie. 


"This picture is a lark. I don't 


dance. I don't shave. I don't wear 
makeup. And I don't get the girl. I'm 
having so much fun I can hardly wait 
to go to work in the morning." 


There is a chance Kelly will star in 


a musical television special this year. 


IT WILL give him the opportunity 


to don his amed dancing clothes 
once again — the gray flannels, moc- 
casins, white socks and sweater. 


"That outfit was my trademark," 


he said grining. "And for a very good 
reason. Astaire was always elegant. 
He danced as a rich man, faultlessly 
attired.

Even in 'An American in 
Paris' I was a guy getting along on 
the GI bill. 


"The television show will give me

Despite the name, it is unlikely any- 


one would mistake the City Center 
Joffrey Ballet for a classical ballet 
company 


Just check out the programs sched- 


uled this week at Ravinia Each is a 
dance sampler, providing a little jazz, 
a taste of modem, some good old- 
fashioned gymnastics and just a touch 
of the classical 


Each year the company, now 20 


years old, moves further from the tra- 
dition of toe shoes and more towards 
the upbeat Those who crave the clas- 
sical usually will only find one piece 
in each progiam that features pi- 
rouettes and pomte work. 


THIS MIX IS a good choice for the 


danceis, who often appear long on 
energy but short on technique And 
apparently it is a good choice for the

Go to bed, keep warm, arink 


liquids, take aspmn, call the doc- 
tor and do not get up until your 
fever is down pretty much says it 
all 


TO AVOID THE flu, common 


seiiNe and Dr Imperato tell you to 
avoid crowds, wash your hands 
and not let yourself get run down 


Dr Imperato is first deputy 


commissioner of health for New 
York City and the author of six 
other books As for buying "What 
to Do About the Flu," you're bet- 
ter off waiting for the movie Un-

Tension most likely 
cause of headaches 


I am in good general health except for one problem. In tbc past 


six to nine months I have been plagued with headaches. Their 
frequency and intensity have Increased to where I have at least 
one headache per day. These are not throbbing headaches, but 
seem like a great deal of pressure over the entire head and behind 
my eyes. Also the sides and back of my neck are sore when I have 
these headaches. 


I have tried various brands of aspirins and other pain relievers 


to no avail. I haven't been able to (ind any consistent reasons for 
this pain, such as tension, underrating, allergies, etc. However, I 
sometimes get a brief period of relief shortly after eating. 


I stopped taking birth control pills, but this did not seem to be 


causing the problem. 


Could you please give me your opinions on the reasons for my 


headaches? If you feel there is a definite need to see a doctor, 
would It be advisable to first sec an M.D., a neurologist, or some 
other specialist? 


Headache is man's most common pain. About 90 per cent of all 


people experience a headache from time to time. Headaches can 
be caused by an acute illness as with a sinus infection or even with 
any febrile illness. Aside from these, most headaches are caused 
by tension associated wtih the emotional stress of living. Since we 
haven't found any good ways to live and not have any emotional 
stress, it is likely that headaches will continue to be a part of life 
for most people at one time or another — at least during periods of 
stress. 


There is at least a 90 per cent chance that your headache is in 


the anxiety-depression type group, as are most headaches. The 
fact that you have not gotten relief from aspirin or other pain 
relieving medicines is a strong point in favor of this opinion. The 
generalized location with the discomfort you feel at the base of the 
head or back of the neck is also consistent with this type of head- 
ache. 


THOSE HEADACHES are a warning from your psychic that you 


are not tolerating the stresses and strains of your own life situ- 
ations. Examine your life for tensions and conflicts and see if you 
can make life a little easier for yourself. Taking tranquilizers will 
not neatly help with those headaches, but resolution of the anxiety 
provoking stresses or factors causing depression may really help a 
great deal. 


You do not have migraine headaches. The location and symp- 


toms are not indicative of that at all. I would recommend that you 
try to get some relaxation away from the more intense parts of 
your life. A vacation may be in order. 


When the headache strikes, try some heat to the back of the 


neck and some gentle massage. Rest with a heating pad under the 
back of the head and neck area. Then move your head gently in all 
directions and try to loosen up your muscles. Massage gently the 
muscles over the side of your head. 


Anyone who has recurrent headaches should see a doctor and a 


good place for you to start is with your family doctor. Let him 
decide if you really need to see anyone else or not. Meanwhile, I 
am sending you The Health Letter number 2-9, Headache: Man's 
Most Common Pain. Others who want information on headaches 
can obtain this issue by sending a long, stamped self-addressed 
envelope with 50 cents for it.

Tiger's milk an aid, 
not a diet substitute 


Dear Dorothy: I'd like to ask about using tiger's milk to help 


lose weight. Can I drink it three times a day to curb my appetite

Tiger's milk is a gread adjunct in dieting — but that's all it is, 


an adjunct and not a substitute. Frankly, anyone with a serious 
weight problem ought not to create their own diet, They need help 
from either a doctor or a nutritionist. Too many people have dam- 
aged their health by going on freaky diets. What's more, they 
didn't succeed in any long-range weight reduction. One can easily 
lose on a simple practice of cutting away all visible fat on meats, 
cutting out sauces, moving from two pieces of toast to one, and so 
on. Just this would cut enough calories to knock off 10 pounds in a 
year. On this sort of basis, tiger's milk makes sense. On any crash 
couse, it's a serious error. 


Dear Dorothy: Have tried various polishes on the chrome fix- 


tures In the bathroom, but the stains won't come off. Any home 
remedy in your file that might work? — Maureen Roche. 


This is a maybe. Tried a paste of cream of tartar and three per 


cent hydrogen peroxide on a stained chrome faucet. It didn't work 
the first time, so tried again. This time, I was called away and did 
not get to finish the wiping off until the next morning. The faucet 
looked brand-new. 


Dear Dorothy: Speed does wonders. Putting chlorine bleach in 


the washer, some fell on a blue smock. Grabbed it and put it in a 
pan of water with a tiny bit of bleach in it. Within five minutes, 
the smock was its original color and no spots. — Joy Fallen

WHAT IS OUR NATIONAL BIRD? 


The bald eagle did not reach his 


status as our national emblem without 
some dissension. Benjamin Franklin 
openly opposed the choice, campaign- 
ing instead for the wild turkey. Many, 
including the designer of the Great 
Seal of the United States, considered 
the golden eagle more appropriate. 
But the bald eagle reigned supreme in 
the end, and probably among the 
many reasons are that this majestic 
bird is native only to North America. 
is attached to its home and faithful to 
his mate. What's more, he devotes 
more care to the education of his 
young than any other bird in our 
skies 


The bald eagle Is truly a monarch 


— his regal features include a ^nowy 
white feathered head, sharp, piercing 
eyes, magnificient seven-foot wing- 
span and black, razor-sharp talons. 
He soars hour after hour in graceful 
undisturbed flight, riding on the wind 
currents as high as 10,000 feet above 
the earth. His keen eyes have been 
known to spot prey three miles away. 


Although the bald eagle was once 


a b u n d a n t across the continental

United States and parts of Canada 
and Alaska, his numbers have been 
diminished severely. Victim of egg 
collectors, trophy hunters, poisoned 
bait and chemical pesticides, as well 
as bullets from irate farmers and ran- 
ches, the bald eagle finally won some 
protection 
in 
1940 when Congress 


passed the Bald Eagle Protection Act. 
This has helped, but the long-lasting 
effects of DDT, which found its way 
into food, reduced the number of eggs 
hatched. Today the bald eagle is rare 
except in Florida, Alaska and Canada. 


The bald eagle's 30 year life span 


begins as a helpless and homely little 
chick. His first home is a nest or ey- 
rie, built in the top of a towering ever- 
green tree close to water. Made of 
branches, pine needles, moss and as- 
sorted objects, the nest is used year 
after year by the parents who will 
add more nesting materials to the lof- 
ty incubator each year. The expansions 
account for the huge nests that have 
been discovered — some weighing as 
much as one ton. 


Both parents constantly hunt for the 


chick, who for a short time has the 
food popped into his mouth. Soon, 
however, school days begin, and the 
parents show the youngster how to 
break food into bite-size portions, and 
how to hop up and down and flap bis 


wings. Sometime during his third 
month of life, the eaglet learns to fly. 
But until he masters the skills of hunt- 
ing — at about five months — he re- 
mains with his parents. 


Bald eagles mate for life when they 


are about 4 or 5 years old. Their 
courtship flight is a spectcular dis- 
play of aerial acrobatics. The male 
repeatedly soars upward, then dives, 
until the female joins him. Together 
they fly higher and higher in ever 
smaller circles, until finally they lock 
talons in midair. Thus joined, they 
spin through the sky like swiftly 
somersaulting pinwheels.

monds is greater than the available 
supply, the only solution was to try to 
create diamonds. In February, 1935, a

and temperature. Of course, the pro- 
cess is much more involved than just 
using pressure and heat. But scien- 
tists established that it could be done, 
and today several companies manu- 
facture industrial diamonds.

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Sting launches playoff action tonight 


Toronto visits Chicago 
for soccer competition

Tliroughout the long summer, a pro- 


fessional sports team in Chicago has 
been laboring to bring a championship 
fo a city where such things have been 
forgotten. 


But, in the shuffle of numerous oth- 


er big league attractions in the big 
city, the efforts of the Chicago Sting 
have often been overlooked by both 
the press and the fans. 


Tomght, beneath the lights of Sol- 


dier Field, the Sting will play the To- 
ronto Metros-Croatia in the quarter- 
finals of the North American Soccer 
League playoffs. 


It will be the second step in the 


Sting 5 drive for the title. The initial 
victory cnme when Chicago won first 
place in the Northern Division of the 
MSL. 


The second-place team in that race 


is the outfit the Sting play tonight. 
Game time is 8 p.m. 


In their two previous contests, the 


Sting and the Metros-Croatia have 
split. Both games have been shutouts. 


But now. every game could be the 


last of the season for those teams re- 
maining in the championship playoffs, 
which are a single-elimination affair. 


This type of arrangement is most 


tinted for the style of play used by the 
Metros-Croatia. They like to play a 
conservative game, slowing down the 
opponents and relying on one or two 
goals to win a game. 


Because of this, Toronto finished 


second in the division behind the 
Sling. Both teams finished the season 
with a 15-9 record, the difference 
being bonus points. 


The Sting had 42 bonus points while 


the Metros-Croatia collected only 33. 
C h i c a g o scored 14 more goals 
throughout the season. 


Every goal 'with a maximum of 


three) in each game counts as a 
bonus point, whether the team wins or 
loses. 


"We murdered them on bonus 


points." slid Bill 
Foiilkfs. Sting 


coach. "We have in all-out scoring at- 
tack while Toronto relies on quick 
breaks from (he defense. This Is the 
main difference between ui. 


"This is the tactical thing we must 


overcome and I think we have the 
players to do it." 


Foulkes said the Sting has been 


working on a different style of play 
during the past week in preparation 
for the game. The new approach cen- 
ters around filling holes at mid-field 
and concentrating on quick breaks. 


"We have to approach this game 


more cautiously, but we will still be 
playing an attacking game." Foulkes 
added. "Toronto knows how to slow 
down a game, but we will not let them 
do that to us " 


Foiilkp* plans on pressuring Toronto 


for the entire 90 minutes. His tactic of 
the ill-out attack has resulted in the 
opponents scoring goals because the 
defense hat been left thin, 


"We'll be playing this game slightly 


different," Foulkes said, "We're con- 
fident, but not arrogant. The players 
know the long-term effect of winning 
this game." 


Sting; goalkeeper Mervyn Cawston 


may be the player with the most on 
his mind. In a single elimination situ- 
ation, much of the balance rests with 
the goalies. 


"I do feel a little extra pressure and 


I know the game is going to be close," 
Cawston said. "A one-goal game 
wouldn't surprise me " 


During the season, Cawston alloued 


an average of only 1.20 goals per 
game while recording six shutouts, He 
•said he feel" the pivotal game for him 
was the Sling victory over the New 
York Cosmos. 2-1, in New York on 
.May 2. 


"That game goi my confidence up. 


But I'm not really worried about 
tonight's game." Caws-ton said. "If

everyone plays as they can, there will 
only be one result.'' 


Cawston fully realizes that, any mis- 


take he makes could tuni into a sour 
result for the Sting, Eusabio, a star 
forward for Toronto, will be closely 
watched by Cawston.

Toronto has played two games al- 
ready tins week and Foulkes expects 
to see some signs of fatigue. 


Another factor Is the home advan- 


tage for the Sting. They have now won 
10 straight games at Soldier Field. 


"Our players believe they are in- 


\incible at home and they show it," 
Foulkes said. 


Tonight's game will be broadcast

losers, you should reward an operation that at least has given tins 
city a winner. 


The Sting has helped put some words back into the Chicago 


sports vocabulary that had lost their meaning — words like "divi- 
sion title" and "playoff." 


It gets a little tiring to build up hope at the beginning of every 


season and then watch the hapless Chicago team slumber into 
that familiar pattern of "wait until next year." 


Wouldn't it be great if the Chicago fans suddenly turned on the 


established franchises and made soccer the "in1' sport? It would 
be their way of saying "thanks" for coming into town and at least 
giving this city something to talk about. 


People say they don't understand the sport of soccer. I'd be the 


first to admit I don't fully comprehend all the tactical subtleties, 
but the overall picture is not that complex. It is essentially a 
simple game. 


The object of soccer — perhaps a little obscured by the defen- 


sive tendencies of the 1960s — is to score more goals than the 
opposition. It demands an expertise in the manipulation of a round 
ball. Now is that so difficult? 


Soccer appears perfectly tailored for the new American sports 


fan, the developing American appetite for faster, more fluid 
spectator sports. Soccer has speed, non-stop action, roughness, 
beauty, finesse, a more spread-out and discernible pattern of play.

Introduced in this country around 1830, soccer's misfortune ap- 


pears to have been that after the Civil War, when the transplanted 
game was just beginning to develop in an organized way, it ran 
into something that used to be known as "Harvard indifference.'1 


Baseball was becoming the passion then, basketball was about to 


be invented, and, most significantly, college football was born, 
because Harvard in 1873 decided it preferred its own "Boston 
game," on the order of rugby, to soccer. 


That year Harvard declined to attend a meeting at which Colum- 


bia, Princeton, Rutgers and Yale were to form an intercollegiate 
soccer group. Had Harvard participated in that meeting, soccer 
might have become our great intercollegiate and professional 
sport. 


It is played with such fervor in some places today that soccer 


players have been killed on the field by spectators, spectators 
have killed each other and nations have severed diplomatic rela- 
tions and gone to war. 


Eight hundred million people are estimated to have watched a 


World Cup on television. 


If soccer entrances — and even maddens — such disparate peop- 


ples as Britons and Latvians, Brazilians and Germans, Africans 
and Afrikaners, it must be a sport that can hold the attention of 
Americans. Or can it? The jury is still out, but the progress has 
been encouraging in some cities like Seattle where the average 
attendance is 23,000. 


If those who control this burgeoning game in the U.S. have good 


sense and the enlightened self-interest to discipline themselves and 
to take a decent posture toward soccer, the future is bright. 


It will take time. It is true that not many Americans know the 


difference between an inside-of-the-thigh trap and a volley kick, 
but not many are so knowledgeable about baseball or football as 
they pretend to be in the bars after a game. 


Soccer is like vodka was 15 years ago. The public is going to 


have to be educated to it. When the sport takes over, the fun really 
begins. 


Soccer is.. .well, fanaticism. 
Try it tonight in Soldier Field. You just might like it. The Sting 


deserves support.

DiMaggio ages gracefully at 62

An entire generation is growing to 


middle age who knows Joe Dimaggio 
only as the kindly, long-faced, gray- 
haired man on a coffee-machine tele- 
vision commercial, or as the subject 
in the quizzical line of the hit song, 
"Mrs. Robinson." 


The line went. "Where have you 


gone. Joe DiMaggio, a nation turns its 
lonely eyes to you." The line was a 
refrain a few years ago, before De- 
Maggio began making commercials. 


"I've 
ne^er been able to figure 


out." said Joe DiMaggio, "what the 
song means." 


Neither has Paul Simon, who wrote 


it. "It means anything you want it 
to," Simon has said. "My style is to 
write phonetically and with free asso- 
ciation, and very often it comes out 
all right But as soon as I said the 
line, I said to myself that's a great 
line, that line touches me. It has a 
nice touch of nostalgia to it ... 
It 


could be interpreted many ways. 


"It has something to do with heroes. 


People who are all good and no bad in 
them at all That's the way I always 
saw Joe DiMaggio." 


Joe DiMaggio played for the New 


York Yankees from I93« through 1931. 


For the Major League Baseball Cen- 
tennial in 196!), in a poll of players 
and executives, he was named 
"The 


Greatest Living Baseball Player." His 
record of hitting safely in 56 straight 
games was chosen "The Greatest In- 
dividual Achievement in Baseball His- 
tory." 


DiMaggio, who now lives in San 


Francisco, was back at Yankee Sta- 
dium recently for an Old Timers Day 
game. He was given the choicest lock- 
er, the one closest to the shower 
room, a locker he inherited from 
Babe Ruth and passed on to Mickey 
Mantle. It says "Hunter" over it now, 
for Catfish Hunter. 


DiMaggio is 62 years old now, and 


aging as gracefully as he played cen- 
terfield. He is meticulous. His hair is 
silvery, thinning, but each strand ap- 
pears to have been combed back sep- 
arately and indulgently. His gentle ha- 
zel eyes are a little slanty, a little 
rheumy, still a little shy. He had re- 
moved his blue sport jacket and blue 
slacks and white shirt with the Mono- 
gram "JDM" and black loafers. He 
began pulling on the famous pinst- 
riped Yankee uniform, with his num- 
ber, a. Lastly, he worked his feet into 
the spiked shoes, the kind of shoes he 


wore for so many years. "Oh god," he 
said, "these hurt like hell." 


What does he do now? he was 


asked. 


"Play golf, do those commercials, 


take it easy," he said. "And travel. I 
love that. My favorite place? Scandi- 
navia. I like the relaxed style of life. I 
never had dreams to do anything else 
after 
baseball. 
Lawyer? Business- 


man? No, I've never been very book- 
ish." 


It was mentioned that he has the 


reputation for being the perfect, natu- 
ral ballplayer, that it was said, and 
generally believed, that he never 
made a difficult catch, which is to say 
that he never made a catch look diffi- 
cult. 


"That's all nonsense," he said. "I 


remember one game I made two er- 
rors on one play. I came back to the 


bench and someone asked if I'd want 
a war helmet to wear tlu- next inning. 


"As lor being a natural, well, no- 


body ever worked harder than I did, 
In spring training I'd have Earle 
Coombs hit me grounders in the out- 
field, and hit balls over my head, and 
to my right and to my left. 


And effortless. Let me tell you, ev- 


ery time I take a step today I am 
reminded of my baseball career My 
body aches all over from all that it 
took to play this game. I can hardly 
toss a ball today from here to there." 


DiMaggio would not be playing 


in the game today. He stopped playing 
Old-Timers games a few years ago. 
He says he can't swing the bat any- 
more, though just a handful of years 
ago some of the young players would 
delight in watching the old master. 
"You could always count on Joe to hit 


a frozen rope," said Reggie Jackson. 


He does show up at several Old- 


Timers games around the country. He 
is usually the last to be announced 
and the cheers are usually the most 
enthusiastic for him. One is reminded 
of a remark by Leonard Bernstein, 
the composer and conductor. He once 
said that applause is a necessity for 
the artist. It goes in one ear and 
quickly out the other. But the ear 
must be constantly fed. 


There is a story told of when Mari- 


lyn Monroe, then married to Di- 
Maggio. returned from a tour of 
Korea in 1953 where she entertained 
the U.S. troops. 


Breathless with excitement, she 


said, "Joe, you've never heard such 
cheering " 


And Joe said softly, "Yes I have."

That isn't Joe Paterno's 
style. 


More likely he'll start by saying the 


next few weeks won't be easy, they'll 
be rough, but that he and his assistant 
coaches will try to judge everyone 
fairly and underestimate no one. Joe 
Paterno will tell his players they 
must have people's respect not only

as athletes but as human beings, and 
that two of the most important ele- 
ments it takes for a good football 
team are camaraderie and love. 


That's right, l-o-v-e. The same thing 


tin- late Vincc Lombard! talked about 
wliciu-vpr they'd ask him «lmt was it 
that made his Green Bay teams so 
special. 


Where Paterno differs from Lom- 


bard! is in his approach to winning. It 
isn't the last word with Paterno. al- 
though he wants to win, too. Some 
doubt exists as to whether Lombard! 
originated the phrase "winning is ev- 
erything" but there's no doubt he 
firmly believed in it. Paterno does 
not. At least not to that degree. 


"I can't buy that," he says. "It 


can't be everything." 


More important than winning to Pa- 


terno is the effort his players make, 
and maybe that strikes you as nothing 
more than plain old hair-splitting, but 
actually it isn't. Joe Paterno simply is 
saying that notlung, not even victory 
itself, is more gratifying than the 
pure, clean effort and excitement of 
trying to achieve it, and on that count 
you've got to go along with him 100 
percent.

You 
can't sit hack and talk about what has 
gone before. If you start looking back, 
you're in trouble.

Rockne's record some clay. Leave the 
game when he's all finished with the 
best record nf any college coach who 
had ever been in it? 


"That would be something." agrees

tant thine. I really feel my first re- 
sponsibility is to my family. I have 
five children, all wider 13 and God 
has been good to us. They arc all fine, 
healthy children.

that closely. Some go to the games; 
some don't. One of my boys, Joseph. 
is very interesled. The oldest boy Da- 
vid, is more interested in soccer.

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Johnson just needs luck 


Once Bart Johnson was so disgusted 


«ith his pitching that he tried to be- 
come an outfielder. 


Vow. minus the high kick which 


took away his speed and control, and 
with new confidence plus a curve, he 
could become the pitching star of the 
Chicago White Sox. 


Credit the change to Sox manager 


Paul Richards, as well as. Johnson 
himself, 


Early this season Johnson kicked so 


high in his deliver;' that his left foot 
sometimes touched 
his glove, ob- 


sciuvd his vision of the plate and 
forced him to throw at less than full 
velocity. HP had to rely on his fastball 
because he had no confidence that he 
could throw his fast curve for a 
strike. 


That was when Richards took 


charge. "I had to let him find out he 
needed help." Richards said. "When I 
taught him to cut down on his kick, he 
listened 


The change was almost immediate. 
" I figured I ha dto hsten." Johnson 


said. "I was shortarming the ball be- 
cause I didn't have time to bring my 
whole arm around. I have better bal- 
ance with a short kick and my control 
if better because I can see the target 
longer." 


His confidence in his cunr gvcn loo 


because of Richards. He had relied on 
his fastball as an "out" 
pitch and (he 


baiters expecting the pitch, tccd off. 


"He's 
got to throw the first curve 


for strikes.' Richards said "Or he 
isn't going to be pitching " 


Johnson did, using the curve on as 


many as 60 per cent of his pitches in 
some games and getting it over For 
strikes wit hhis new view of the plate. 
The change also took away the con- 
fidence of rival batters that they'd see 
nothing but fastballs in tight situ- 
ations. 


The results produced a pitcher who 


said "I'm back to where I was in 
1974," when he won 10 games and lost 
only four in less than half a season 
with the Sox. 


"There's nothing wrong with my 


head," Johnson said. "When the man- 
ager told me what to do, I did it, be- 
cause I could SCP that what I was 
doing wasn't working." 


Johnson learned something else 


from Richards this season — the ne- 
cessity to pitch with determination at 
all times. 


This came after he had opened a 


game by striking out the side, making 
him so "overconfident" that he eased 
up and was hit hard in the next in- 
ning. "I said a few words to him." 
Richards said mildly, not an apt de- 
scription of what he actually told the 
pitcher. 


"He was mad," Johnson said "He 


told me there was no way they should 
hit me like that.1' Johnson "messed 
his hair up lifter that, used his hard 
curse frequently and subsequently 
pitched a complete game and a shut- 


out. 


Joluison's performance this year is 


another square on his checkered base- 
ball career. In 1971 he had an earned 
run average of 2.93, winning 12 games 
and saving 14, but in 1972, disgusted 
when his ERP soared to 9 22, he went 
off to Appleton, Wis. to play in the 
outfield. 


A year later, returning to pitching, 


his .season was ruined by a knee in- 
jury, but in 1974 he showed his poten- 
tial. He missed the 1975 season with a 
back injury and was a question mark 
when this season began. 


Richards let him go his own way 


until it became obvious that Johnson's 
way wouldn't work. Then the 68-year- 
old manager, acclaimed for his 
tal- 


ents developing pitchers stepped in. 


Johnson has a 9-11 won-lost record 


this season, but not to Richards' fig- 
ures. "The guy hasn't had a break all 
year," Richarxis said. "There's been 
broken bat hits and bat handle hits. 
With a little luck, he could have 15 
wins. They £et those ground balls 
through the infield and that's been the 
story in most of his losing games. 


"In all my years in baseball nobody 


ever has been willing to take a pitcher 
from me," Richards said. "I don't 
know why. But Bart Johnson could 
pitch for anybody " 


The way Johnson's pitching now, 


the chances are nobody will get a 
chance to take him away from Rich- 
ards He'll stay with the White Sox.

KANSAS CITY. Mo. — President 


ford 
promised 
victory 
to 
wildly 


cheering Republicans Thursday night 
and said he would campaign against 
the Democrats in every part of the 
nation on a record that has won an 
"incredible comeback" for America. 


Ford, his vice presidential choice. 


Sen Robert Dole of Kansas, nomi- 
nated without real opposition, urged 
Republicans to unite in the uphill 
battle to keep Jimmy Carter out of 
the White House. 


Ronald Reagan strode to Gerald 


Ford's side at the podium of a roaring 
Republican convention Thursday and 
told the Republicans to "go forth from 
here in unity 1" The crowd went wild. 


It was a magic moment for the con- 


vention and for Reagan, who was 
cheered until his eyes brimmed with 
tears when he entered the hall. Sum- 
moned to share the podium limelight 
by Ford, he spoke as if snatching 
phrases from the nomination accept- 
ance speech he never got to deliver. 


At the last minute — and against 


the advice of some strategists — Ford 
inserted into his acceptance speech a 
challenge to Carter for hcad-to-head 
debates in the fall 


From his home in Plains. Ga. — 


even as Ford was addressing the con- 
vention — Carter accepted the chal- 
lenge for the first presidential debates 
since 1960 when John F. Kennedy and 
Richard M. Nixon met in four tele- 
vision appearances which helped Ken- 
nedy win the presidency. 


"This year the issues are on our 


side." Ford told the closing session of 
the convention in launching his cam-

chose Sen. Dole of Kansas as the vice 
presidential nominee. 


"We want Ford, We want Ford!" 


the delegates shouted as the Fords, 
hands clenched above their heads, ac- 
knowledged the ovation culminating 
the closest battle for a presidential 
nomination in a quarter-century. 


And the closeness of his arduous, 


six-month struggle against 
Ronald 


Reagan was underlined by the fren- 
zied last hurrah accorded the former 


California governor when he and his 
wife Nancy entered the sweltering 
arena.

HE SAID although about $13,'JOO is 


needed to remodel, furnish and begin 
operations at the center, all o£ the 
money is not needed initially. "If" we 
get $5,000 to $6,000 I think the rest 
could be raised during the year after 
the senior citizens' center is opened," 
he said.

Crime rate drops 10% in 6 months 


Crime in Des Plaines dropped 10 


per cent during the first half of 1976, 
but police are uncertain if the de- 
crease signals the start of a trend. 


Lt. Michael Clark said he has "a 


gut feeling this (a crime decrease) 
will not continue" throughout the last 
few months of the year. 


Reported crime in Des Plaines fell 


from 1,607 during the first six months 
of 1975, to 1,449 in.the first half of this 
year. 


Although criminal damage to prop- 


erty, or vandalism, has jumped about 
9 per cent from 260 to 284 cases, over- 
all major crimes have decreased in 


number this year. 


Burglary is down 13 per cent from 


188 cases to 166. Major theft has 
dropped 21 per cent from 358 cases to 
295. Assault cases, increased from 16 
to 18 cases while battery cases de- 
creased from 76 to 68. 


AUTO THEFT has dropped from 44 


cases to 42, while arson cases have 
jumped from six to 10. Sex offenses 
have taken a 
7 per cent turn up- 


ward, increasing from 13 to 26. Only 
one rape case was reported in the 
first six months, both last year and in 
1976.

U.S. troops put on special alert 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States sent two squadrons of warp- 
lanes to South Korea Thursday and 
put its 42,000 troops there on special 
alert in angry response to the slaying 
of two American officers by ax-wield- 
ing North Korean guards. 


In Seoul, South Korean President 


Park Chung-nee said Friday any fu- 
ture North Korean acts of provocation 
would be met with immediate retali- 
ation. 


"A mad dog needs a stick," Park 


said. "There's no reason why we 
should be unilaterally subject to their 
provocation." 


A New York congressman, Demo- 


cratic Rep. John M. Murphy, told UPI 
that Sec. of State Henry A. Kissinger 


had "wanted a higher level of re- 
sponse" involving movement of U.S. 
or South Korean infantry and armor 
but the idea was rejected by top-rank- 
ing U.S. military officials. 


As it was, North Korea called the 


stepped-up readiness of American 
forces there "imperialists' maneuvers 
to start a new war" and said it 
brought the situation to "an ex- 
tremely reckless stage, a stage of 
directly kindling the blasting fuse of 
war." 


The U.S. State Dept. refused to 


comment on Murphy's report but it 
said Kissinger had met twice, late 
W e d n e s d a y and again.Thursday 
morning, with the Washington Special 
Action Group, a high level crisis task 
force which includes representatives 


of the Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Kissinger also got in touch with am- 


bassador Huang Chen, chief of the 
Peoples Republic of China liaison of- 
fice here, and with "a number of gov- 
ernments," a State Dept. spokesman 
said. 


Later Thursday, the Pentagon an- 


nounced a squadron of F-4 Phantom 
Jet fighters from Okinawa had ar- 
rived in South Korea and a squadron 
of swing-wing F-lll fighter bombers 
was on its way from Idaho to beef up 
the three squadrons of F-4s the United 
States has there. 


There are 18 to 20 aircraft in a 


squadron. 


A Pentagon spokesman said the 


F-llls were making the transpacific 


flight non-stop, refueling in the air, 
and were expected to arrive Friday 
morning.

passes and put the servicemen on a 
state of readiness about midway be- 
tween peacetime and all-out wartime 
status. 


North Korean Pres. Kim Il-Sung or-

The.U.S. officers were hacked to 


death and four other American GIs 
and five South Korean troops were 
seriously injured in the Panmunjom 
truce zone Wednesday when they 
were attacked by about 30 North Ko- 
rean guards wielding axes and clubs.

arrived at the podium high above the 
jammed convention floor, the dele- 
gates at the 31st National Convention 
chose Sen. Dole of Kansas as the vice 
presidential nominee. 


"We want Ford, We want Ford!" 


the delegates shouted as the Forls, 
hands clenched above their heads, ac- 
knowledged the ovation culminating 
the closest battle for a presidential 
nomination in a quarter-century. 


And the closeness of his arduous, 


six-month struggle against Ronald 
Reagan was underlined by the fren- 
zied last hurrah accorded the former 


California governor when he and his 
wife Nancy entered the sweltering 
arena. 


The Geagan demonstration matched 


in fervor and in length the accolade 
given Ford. 


R e a g a n i t e s shouted "speech, 


speech, speech!" as their favorite 
stood waving and smiling — his eyes 
glistening — from a special section 
reserved for dignitaries. He waved for 
quiet. They ignored him. 


Trying to quell the demonstration, 


Reagan! at one point, agreed to ad- 
dress the final session of the con- 
vention. But as outburst, slowly, 
.Grudgingly faded into near silence, 
Reagan changed his mind to leave the 
limelight for Ford. 


It was a dramatic reminder of Rea- 


gan's popularity; it was in honor of a 
gallant campaign. After Ford fin- 
ished, he invited the Reagans to the 
podium to share the crowd's ovations. 


And Reagan, given an opportunity 


to speak, told his fiercely devoted fol- 
lowers they had given him "a memo- 
ry that will live in our hearts for- 
ever." 


Standing on the podium. Ford sav- 


ored the hard-won triumph that kept 
him from becoming the first in- 
cumbent GOP president denied nomi- 
nation since Chester Arthur in 1884. 
Wave after wave of applause rolled 
across the convention floor. 


But he acknowledged in his speech 


that he has been described as an "ac- 
cidental president," occupying the 
White House only because first Spiro 
Agnew, then Richard Nixon resigned

Revised ethics law 'workable,' says Bird 


Wheeling's revised ethics ordinance 


contains a more "workable" defini- 
tion 
of 
conflict 
of 
interest 
but 


strengthens other provisions, said Ira 
Bird, etics committee chairman. 


Bird met with village trustees 


Wednesday to review the proposed 
ordinance after Village Atty. John 
Burke said parts of it could be "vague 
and unenforceable." 


Bird said the commission has "run 


into problems" with the present ordi- 
nance because of the definition of con- 
flict of interest. 


"We found we couldn't appoint an 


electrician to the electrical commis- 
sion because it was in direct violation 
of the ordinance. We feel the revision 
keeps the intent of the present ordi- 
nance, but is more workable," he 
said. 


THE PRESENT ETHICS ordinance 


prohibits anyone with a potential con- 
flict of interest from serving on a vil- 
lage commission or committee. Any- 
one working for a company in a field 
related to the business of the com- 
mittee or commission could be in con- 
flict of interest, even if the company 


does not do business in the village. 


Under the proposed ordinance, any- 


one may be appointed to a commis- 
sion or committee so long as they 
have no direct, personal interest in 
projects that might come before that 
commission or committee. 


Burke said although the proposed 


ordinance's definition of ''personal in- 
terest" is vague, Bird said the defini- 
tion in the present ordinance "is a dif- 
ficult thing to enforce." 


"To me, the important thing is dis- 


closure — that all action is in public. 
If it is public knowledge that an offi- 
cial has a personal interest, then it is 
up to the board and president to make 
a decision," he said. 


Bird said that "no matter how we 


write the ordinance, it's not 'going to 
preclude people who won't make dis- 
closures." 


IDA 
V. O'REILLY, commission 


member, said the "whole thing about 
ethics is that it leaves so much up to 
judgment." 


"People can make disclosures and 


we can only assume they're telling 
the truth," she said. 


Bird said the proposed ordinance is 


"tightened up a bit" in several areas, 
including the policies on accepting 
gifts. The present ordinance prohibits 
gifts to employes or officials if they 
exceed $50 in value. 


"With the new ordinance, a gift of 


any amount is a violation. That's 
what it's meant to be — any gift is 
illegal and unacceptable," he said. 


Bird said the ethics commission be- 


lieves that if any employe or village 
official "needs gifts to maintain his 
standard of living, either the village is 
not paying a proper salary or his 
standard of living is too high." 


THE PROPOSED ordinance also 


prohibits appointed officials and em- 
ployes from soliciting funds for politi- 
cal campaigns. 


"We're not saying people can't get 


involved in political parties. It does 
mean that I can't go out and solicit 
money if I'm a member of the zoning 
board," he said. 


Bird said the ethics 
ordinance 


doesn't prevent appointed officials 
from running for an elected post. 


"If they want to run for office and 


this is a deterrent, then they will have 
to decide whether they want to be 
elected or appointed," he said. 


Bird sadd the proposed ordinance is 


"tightened up a bit, but is also opened 
up from the standpoint that we can 
appoint qualified people to a position 
and not be in conflict" with the law. 


Trustee Otis L. Hedlund, chairman 


of the village judiciary and purchas- 


ing committee, 
said the "main 


thrust" of the proposed ordinance is 
that it' a conflict "is out in the open, 
that in itself will take care of most 
impropriety." 


Hedlund said the proposed ordi- 


nance will be reviewed by the board 
at a committee meeting at 7 p.m. 
Monday at the village hall, 255 W.

U.S. troops put on special alert 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States sent two squadrons of warp- 
lanes to South Korea Thursday and 
put its 42,000 troops there on special 
alert In angry response to the slaying 
of two American officers by ax-wield- 
ing North Korean guards. 


In Seoul, South Korean President 


Park Chung-hee said Friday any fu- 
ture North Korean acts of provocation 
would be met with immediate retali- 
ation. 


"A mad dog needs a stick," Park 


said. "There's no reason why we 
should be unilaterally subject to their 
provocation." 


A New York congressman, Demo- 


cratic Rep. John M. Murphy, told UPI 
that Sec. of State Henry A. Kissinger 


had "wanted a higher level of re- 
sponse" involving'movement of U.S. 
or South Korean infantry and armor 
but the idea was rejected by top-rank- 
ing U.S. military officials, 


As it was, North Korea called the 


stepped-up readiness of American 
forces there "imperialists' maneuvers 
to start a new war" and said it 
brought the situation to "an ex- 
tremely reckless stage, a stage of 
directly kindling the blasting fuse of 
war." 


The U.S. State Dept. refused to 


comment on Murphy's report but it 
said Kissinger had met twice, late 
W e d n e s d a y and again Thursday 
morning, with the Washington Special 
Action Group, a high level crisis task 
force which includes representatives 


of the Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Kissinger also got hi touch with am- 


bassador Huang Chen, chief of the 
Peoples Republic of China liaison of- 
fice here, and with "a number of gov- 
ernments," a State Dept. spokesman 
said. 


Later Thursday, the Pentagon an- 


nounced a squadron of F-4 Phantom 
Jet fighters from Okinawa had ar- 
rived in South Korea and a squadron 
of swing-wing F-lll fighter bombers 
was on its way from Idaho to beef up 
the three squadrons of F-4s the United 
States has there. 


There are 18 to 20 aircraft in a 


squadron. 


A Pentagon spokesman said the

Lake Co. unit to vote today 
on rent subsidy application 


An application for federal funds to 


provide rent subsidies to 150 families 
in Lake County is expected to be ac- 
ted on today by the Lake County 
Housing Authority. 


The authority will vote on a final 


form of an application to the U.S. 
Dept. of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD) for rent subsidies un- 
der the Section Eight Program. 


Funds would be available to the 


county in mid-October if the appli- 
cation is approved by the county and 
HUD. 


Robert Cisek, director of the hous- 


ing authority, said if the funding is 
approved, 130 families would be cho- 
sen from the county, excluding the 
Waukegan and North Chicago areas. 
Those two cities have their own hous- 
ing authorities, Cisek said. 


THE FAMILIES chosen then would 


have to find rental units in the county 
that meed HUD standards and fall 
within the rent limits established by 
HUD. The families would pay only 25 
per cent of their total income for rent 
and utilities, with the remainder paid 
by federal funds. Cisek said. 


"Let's say a family of four has an 


income of $7,200,'' Cisek said. "They 
qualify for a two-bedroom unit be- 
cause they have two children. They 
could rent a unit with utilities for a 


total of $234 a month. They would pay 
$150 and the housing authority would 
pay $84 directly to the landlord." 


To be eligible for the program, a 


family must fall within income guide- 
lines established by HUD. The total 
family income plus 10 per cent of the 
value of the family's assets are com- 
puted. 
The 
total cannot 
exceed 


$9,900 for a family of one; $14,200 for 
a family of four; or $17,800 for a fami- 
ly of eight, Cisek said. 


The closer the family income is to 


the limit, the less benefit they would 
receive from the program, Cisek said. 
"The majority of our applicants will 
have about one-half the income limit 
or less," Cisek said. 


Priority will be given to county resi- 


dents and working families, but the 
program is not restricted to those 
groups, Cisek said. 


CISEK ESTIMATED that 20 to 30 


per cent of the households in the coun- 
ty would be eligible for the rent sub- 
sidies, including most of the senior 
citizens in the county. 


A major stumbling block to the pro- 


gram is the lack of moderate-income 
rental units in the county, Cisek said. 


"I assure you there will be difficul- 


ty, especially in finding three-or four- 
bedroom apartments. The units are 
scarce and rents exceed the fair mar- 


ket rents allowable by HUD," the 
housing authority director said. 


For rental units in buildings without 


elevators, rent limits range from $175 
for a studio apartment to $306 for a 
four-bedroom apartment. Rent limits 
for buildings with elevators are 10 per 
cent higher, Cisek said. 


MOST MUNICIPALITIES 
prefer 


apartment developments with a large 
percentage of one-and two-bedroom 
units, Cisek said. "There have not 
been a lot of three-and four-bedroom 
units built in the past several ^ears," 
he added. 


The housing authority probably will 


have to ask HUD to raise the rent 
limits 20 to 30 per cent, Cisek said. 


"They are set at the lower level of 


the rental market in the six-county 
area. It might work in some parts of 
this county but not in most parts of 
the county," Cisek said.

Prospect Heights Dist. 23 will be re- 


quired to borrow the maximum in tax 
anticipation warrants allowed by law 
to meet the $2.62 million budget ap- 
proved for the 1976-77 school year. 


The board of education Wednesday 


approved the budget, which calls for a 
4 per cent increase in expenditures 
from last year's $2.52 million budget- 
The budget includes $110,000 in cuts 
approved by the board in April for 
this year. 


The district 
will be borrowing 


$554,000 — the maximum allowed on 
tax anticipation warrants — to supple- 
ment the $2.47 million anticipated in 
revenue from property taxes, state 
aid and other sources. 


The district also plans to borrow

had been in the woods was available 
Thursday night, but a spokesman for 
the Cook County Sheriff's police said 
"It may have been some time. There 
wasn't much of the body left."

records, "because it's hard to say 
what happened to him because of the 
deterioration of the body."

THE MASTER PLAN also recom- 


mends the golf course area remain a 
golf course, with less commercial zon- 
ing and more industry than being pro- 
posed for surrounding land. 


Grossman said the golf 
course 


would have to be eliminated to pro- 
vide fill to raise nearby land for hous- 
ing developments. Much of the land is 
located on the flood plain, and plan- 
ners hope to develop large detention 


areas through the present golf course 
land. 


"The only way to make these lands 


work is to make the golf course dis- 
appear," he said. 


He said multi-unit housing would. 


have to be developed to make up for 
land lost because of the need for large 
detention areas. The report indicates 
total residential density would be 4.7 
units per acre. 


PARK OFFICIALS SAID the school 


and park donations proposed in the 
development plan would not be ade- 
quate. 


Park District Comr. William Kiddle 


said the development would require a 
donation of about 32 acres for recrea- 
tion use. He said only about 22 acres 
were being proposed, excluding the 
149-acre forest preserve and addition- 
al water areas. He said forest pre- 
serves do not receive credit as park 
donations under village ordinances. 


Grossman said there are about 40 


acres of ponds and streams which he 
thinks should be counted toward a 
park donation. 


"I had a little difficulty under- 


standing (the park district's stand) 


because I do think there, is such a 
thing as water recreation," he said. 


KIDDLE ALSO questioned whether 


the land proposed for a seven-acre 
school site would be adequate for the 
number of students generated. Gross- 
man's report indicates the devel- 
opment would generate 820 elementa- 
ry school students and 246 high school 
students. 
He said Aptakisic-Tripp 


Dist. 102, which is anticipating serious 
financial problems in the next few 
years, would benefit financially. 


Another problem raised at the meet- 


ing was that the land proposed for de- 
velopment is not entirely owned by 
the Johnson family, which is requiring 
the annexation and owns most of the 
property in the proposed development 
site. 


A representative of the Chevy Chase 


Subdivision Homeowners Assoc. and a 
subdivision homeowner said 
they 


were worried they would be forced 
into annexation by Buffalo Grove. The 
proposed annexation would cause the 
subdivision to be completely sur- 
rounded by the village. 


"How can one village and one land- 


owner get together and decide what 


will happen to 200 innocent people 
who don't have a voice?" asked Ger-

ty Board. "We're going to get pulled 
into annexation — whether we like it 
or not — without having anything to 
say about it."

U.S. troops put on special alert 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States sent two squadrons of warp- 
lanes to South Korea Thursday and 
put its 42,000 troops there on special 
alert in angry response to the slaying 
of two American officers by ax-wield- 
ing North Korean guards. 


In Seoul, South Korean President 


Park Chung-nee said Friday any fu- 
ture North Korean acts of provocation 
would be met with immediate retali- 
ation. 


"A mad dog needs a stick," Park 


said. "There's no reason why we 
should be unilaterally subject to their 
provocation." 


A New York congressman, Demo- 


cratic Rep, John M. Murphy, told UPI 
that Sec, of State Henry A. Kissinger 


had "wanted a higher level of re- 
sponse" involving movement of U.S. 
or South Korean infantry and armor 
but the idea was rejected by top-rank- 
ing U.S. military officials. 


As it was, North Korea called the 


stepped-up readiness of American 
forced there "imperialists' maneuvers 
to start a new war"' and said it 
brought the situation to "an ex- 
tremely reckless stage, a stage of 
directly kindling the blasting fuse o! 
war." 


The U.S. State Dept. refused to 


comment on Murphy's report but it 
said Kissinger had met twice, late 
W e d n e s d a y and again Thursday 
morning, with the Washington Special 
Action Group, a high level crisis task 
force which includes representatives 


of the Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Kissinger also got in touch with am- 


bassador Huang Chen, chief of the 
Peoples Republic of China liaison of- 
fice here, and with "a number of gov- 
ernments," a State Dept. spokesman 
said. 


Later Thursday, the Pentagon an- 


nounced a squadron of F-4 Phantom 
Jet fighters from Okinawa had ar- 
rived in South Korea and a squadron 
of swing-wing F-lll fighter bombers 
was on its way from Idaho to beef up 
the three squadrons of F-4s the United 
States has there. 


There are 18 to 20 aircraft in a 


squadron.

Ronald Reagan strode to (Jerald 


Ford's side at the podium of a roaring 
Republican convention Thursday and 
told the Republicans to "go forth from 
here in unity!" The crowd went wild. 


It «as a magic moment for the con- 


vention and for Reagan, who was 
cheered until his eyes brimmed with 
tears when he entered the hall. Sum- 
moned to share the podium lime'i^'ht 
by Ford, he spoke as if snatching 
phrases from the nomination accept- 
ance speech he never got to deliver. 


At the last minute — and against 


the advice of some strategists — Ford 
inserted into his acceptance speech a 
challenge to Carter for head-to-head 
debates in the fall 


From his home in Plains. f!a. — 


even as Ford was addressing the con- 
vention — Carter accepted the chal- 
ler.ce for the first presidential debates 
since 19SO when John F. Kennedy and 
Richard M. Nixon met in four tele- 
vision appearances which helped Ken- 
nedy win the presidency. 


"This year the issues are on our 


side." Ford told the closing session of 
the convention in launching his cam-

own. "I'm ready, eager, to go before 
the American people and debate the 
real issues face-to-face with Mr. Car- 
ter." 


Just before Ford and his wife Betty 


arrived at the podium high above the 
jammed convention floor, the dele- 
gates at the 31st National Convention 
chose Sen. Dole of Kansas as the vice 
presidential nominee. 


"We want Ford, We want Ford'" 


the delegates shouted as the Fords, 
hands clenched above their heads, ac- 
knowledged the ovation culminating 
the closest battle for a presidential 
nomination in a quarter-century. 


And the closeness of his arduous, 


six-month struggle against Ronald 
Reagan was underlined by the fren- 
zied last hurrah accorded the former 


California governor when he and his 
wife Nancy .entered the sweltering 
arena. 


The Geagan demonstration matched 


in fervor and in length the accolade 
given Ford. 


R e a g a n i t e s shouted "speech, 


speech, speech!" as their favorite 
stood waving and smiling —his eyes 
glistening — from a special section 
reserved for dignitaries. He waved for 
quiet. They ignored him. 


Trying to quell the demonstration, 


Reagan, at one point, agreed to ad- 
dress the final session of the con- 
vention. But as outburst, slowly, 
grudgingly faded into near silence, 
Reagan changed his mind to leave the 
limelight for Ford. 


It was a dramatic reminder of Rea- 


gan's popularity; it was in honor of a 
gallant campaign. After Ford fin- 
ished, he invited the Reagans to the 
podium to share the crowd's ovations. 


And Reagan, given an opportunity 


to speak, told his fiercely devoted fol- 
lowers they had given him "a memo- 
ry that will live in our hearts for- 
ever." 


Standing on the podium, Ford sav- 


ored the hard-won triumph that kept 
him from becoming the first in- 
cumbent GOP president denied nomi- 
nation since Chester Arthur in 1884. 
Wave after wave of applause rolled 
across the convention floor. 


But he acknowledged in his speech 


that he has been described as an ' 'ac- 
cidental president," occupying the 
White House only because first Spiro 
Agnew, then Richard Nixon resigned

An aid for harried suburbanites 
Learning to cope focus of workshops 


The status-seeking suburban man, 


wrapped up in his quest for the better 
things in life, may be causing serious 
mental problems for himself. 


His workaday world, loaded with 


keen competition, performance pres- 
sures and the increased concentration 
needed to carry out his duties, leaves 
him with little time to solve his own 
problems and even less time to devote 
to his family. 


To heip individuals deal with these 


pressures, the Hoffman Estates Youth 
and Family Services Dept. will offer 
three new programs this fall to help 
residents cope. 


TWO OK THE PROGRAMS will 


deal with the topic of stress as it af- 
fects an individual's daily life. The 
third will help parents more effective- 
ly relate to their children. 


"Parenting." aimed at improving 


parent-child relationships, will allow 
adults to Find out what problems other 


parents face while at. the same time 
giving them an opportunity to learn 
parental skills. 


The workshops begin Sept- 15 from 


7 to 9 p.m. and continue four five con- 
secutive Wednesdays. 


According to Diane Landsinger, who 


will teach the class, the workshops 
are designed for both parents. 


SHE SAID SHE hopes participants 


will learn communication skills, good 
parent-child "negotiations" to settle 
differences without resorting to paren- 
tal ''power," individual values in 
childraising and an understanding of 
the psychology of a growing child.

days. Participants will be taught how 
to change situations that may lead t* 
stress and how to relax once stress 
occurs.

U.S. troops put on special alert 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States sent two squadrons of warp- 
lanes to South Korea Thursday and 
put its 42,000 troops there on special 
alert in angry response to the slaying 
of two American officers by ax-wield- 
mg North Korean guards. 


In Seoul. South Korean 
President 


Park Chung-hee said Friday any fu- 
ture North Korean acts of provocation 
would be met with immediate retali- 
ation. 


"A mad dog needs a stick," Park 


said. "There's no reason why we 
should be unilaterally subject to their 
provocation." 


A New York congressman, Demo- 


cratic Rep. 3ohn M. Murphy, told UPI 
that Sec. of State Henry A. Kissinger 


had "wanted a higher level of re- 
sponse" involving movement of U.S. 
or South Korean infantry and armor 
but the idea was rejected by top-rank- 
ing U.S. military officials. 


As it was. North Korea called the 


stepped-up readiness of American 
forces there "imperialists' maneuvers 
to start a new war" and said it 
brought the situation to "an ex- 
tremely reckless stage, a stage of 
directly kindling the blasting fuse of 
war." 


The U.S. State Dept. refused to 


comment on Murphy's report but it 
said Kissinger had met twice, late 
W e d n e s d a y and again Thursday 
morning, with the Washington Special 
Action Group, a high level crisis task 
force which includes representatives 


of the Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Kissinger also got in touch with am- 


bassador Huang Chen, chief of the 
Peoples Republic of China liaison of- 
fice here, and with "a number of gov- 
ernments," a State Dept, spokesman 
said. 


Later Thursday, the Pentagon an- 


nounced a squadron of F-4 Phantom 
Jet fighters from Okinawa had ar- 
rived in South Korea and a squadron 
of swing-wing F-lll fighter bombers 
was on its way from Idaho to beef up 
the three squadrons of F-4s the United 
States has there. 


There are 18 to 20 aircraft in a 


squadron. 


A Pentagon spokesman said the 


F-llls were making the transpacific 


flight non-stop, refueling in the air, 
and were expected to arrive Friday 
morning.

ground forces canceled all leaves and 
passes and put the servicemen on a 
state of readiness about midway be- 
tween peacetime and all-out wartime 
status. 


North Korean Pres. Kim Il-Sung or- 


dered his forces "on a war posture," 
according to a North Korean radio 
broadcast monitored in Washington. 


The U.S. officers were hacked to 


death and four other American GIs 
and five South Korean troops were 
seriously injured in the Panmunjom 
truce zone Wednesday 
when they

rean guards wielding axes and clubs. 


Police at 11:45 p.m. Thursday re-

Ford's side at the podium of a roaring 
Republican convention Thursday and 
told the Republicans to "go forth from 
here In unity." The crowd went wild.

tears when he entered the hall. Sum- 
moned to share the podium limelight 
by Ford, he spoke as if snatcliing 
plirases from the nomination accep'- 
ance speech he never got to deliver.

Just before Ford and his wife Betty 


arrived nt the podium high above the 
jammed convention floor, the dele- 
gates at the 31st National Convention 
chose Sen. Dole of Kansas as the vice 
presidential nominee. 


"We want Ford, We want Ford!'' 


the delegates shouted as the Fords, 
hands clenched above their heads, ac- 
knowledged the ovation culminating 
the closest battle for a presidential 
nomination in a quarter-century. 


And the closeness of his arduous, 


six-month struggle against Ronald 
Reagan was underlined by the fren- 
zied last hurrah accorded the former 


California governor when he and his 
wife Nancy entered the sweltering 
arena. 


The Geagan demonstration matched 


in fervor and in length the accolade 
given Ford. 


R e a g a n i t e s shouted "speech, 


speech, speech!" as their favorite 
stood waving and smiling — his eyes 
glistening — Irom a special section 
reserved for dignitaries. He waved for 
quiet. They ignored him. 


Trying to quell the demonstration, 


Reagan, at one point, agreed to ad- 
dress the final session of the con- 
vention. But as outburst, slowly, 
grudgingly faded into near silence, 
Reagan changed his mind to leave the 
limelight for Ford. 


It was a dramatic reminder of Rea- 


gan's popularity; it was in honor of a 
gallant campaign. After Ford fin- 
ished, he invited the Reagans to the 
podium to share the crowd's ovations.

Ban on sprinkling of lawns to end Sept. 1 


The ban on lawn sprinkling in Roll- 


ing Meadows ends Sept. 1. 


John P. Hennessy. public works su- 


perintendent, 
Thursday 
lifted 
the 


emergency ban he imposed more than 
a month ago, when the city faced a 
serious water shortage. 


"I'm calling the ban off Sept. 1 be- 


cause the residents of Rolling Mead- 
ows have demonstrated responsibility 
and prudence. There need be no ban; 
set your own goal," Hennessy said. 


At a meeting with city residents, 


Hennessy lashed out at the "irres- 
ponsibility of city officials in sur- 
rounding towns" as he lifted the ban. 


"I CONSIDER the needless use of 


water in surrounding towns irrespon- 
sible. I think the city of Rolling Mead- 
ows has taken the only responsible at- 
titude in this time of serious concern 
over our water supply in the North- 
west suburbs." Hennessy said. 


"You may be angry .with us for im- 


posing a ban. but not as angry as I 
am at some of the water waste in 
neighboring towns," he told his au- 
dience. 


The prevailing attitude in nearby 


communities is "that they are in the 
business to sell water," Hennessy 
said. "But that's not this city's atti- 
tude." 


Hennessy, Charles Green, acting 


city manager, and Rodney Blane, ad- 
ministrative assistant, Thursday dis- 
cussed reasons for the recent ban and 
how the city hopes to avoid future wa- 
ter problems. 


THE THREE conducted an infor- 


mational water meeting for residents 
at Rolling Meadows High School and 
said similar sessions are planned each 
month. 


Hennessy stressed that he was not 


lifting the sprinkling ban because wa- 
ter conservation was no longer a ne- 
cessity, or because of pressure from 
residents who were angry at the ban. 


"If anybody thinks I'm apologizing 


for attempting to save your water 
supply, they are wrong," he said. 


"1 came here tonight with com- 


pliments, not an apology or excuses," 
Hennessy said. 


"I'm proud as heck of all of you 


who by your conservation practices 
this past month have demonstrated 
fantastic cooperation," he said. 


"WE IMPOSED a ban I didn't like 


any more than you did when we be- 
came quite alarmed at the drop in our 
reservoir and the water levels in our 
wells," Hennessy said. "It worked 
and I'd do it again in an emergency." 


Acknowledging the angry murmurs 


from the audience, he said "A lot of 
you are quite angry and I can't blame 
you. 


"It kills me as much as you to trav- 


el a couple of blocks and see water 
wasted while we are attempting con- 
servation," he said. "We will not take 
he attitude 'grad first.' " 


HENNESSY SAID he did not be- 


lieve another sprinkling ban would to 
necessary next summer. 


The city is seeking bids for its sev- 


enth well and construction of an addi- 
tional one-million-galion reservoir. 


Hennessy pointed out that the addi- 


tional storage and pumping capability 
will help, but is not the solution to the 
eventual depletion of the underground

Residents boo, then back conservation 


An angry crowd of Rolling Meadows 


residents, irritated at a month-long 
sprinkling ban, booed and bullied city 
officials at a water discussion Thurs- 
day, but ended up pledging to support 
the city's water conservation efforts. 


One resident, who had complained 


the loudest at first, led the applause 
at the end of the meeting when city 
officials explained why the ban was 
necessary and what they were doing 
to prevent future sprinkling bans. 


The man, who declined to identify 


himself, interrupted a film on water 
conservation by shouting out "this 
film is an insult to our intelligence. 
This isn't why we came here." 
. HE LEFT HIS seat in the audito- 
rium and stalked on stage, where city 
officials were seated, for a few words 
with Charles Green, the city's acting 
city manager. The spat was later 
patched up with an apology.

U.S. troops put on special alert 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States sent two squadrons of warp- 
lanes to South Korea Thursday and 
put its 42,000 troops there on special 
alert in angry response to the slaying 
of two American officers by ax-wield- 
ing North Korean guards. 


In Seoul. South Korean President 


Park Chung-hee said Friday any fu- 
ture North Korean acts of provocation 
would be met with immediate retali- 
ation. 


"A mad dog needs a stick." Park 


said, "There's no reason why we 
should be unilaterally subject to their 
provocation." 


A New York congressman, Demo- 


cratic Rep. John M. Murphy, told UPI 
that Sec. of State Henry A. Kissinger 


had "wanted a higher level of re- 
sponse'' involving movement of U.S. 
or South Korean infantry and armor 
but the idea was rejected by top-rank- 
ing U.S. military officials. 


As it was, North Korea called the 


stepped-up readiness of 
American 


forces there "imperialists' maneuvers 
to start a new war" and said it 
brought the situation to "an ex- 
tremely reckless stage, a stage of 
directly kindling the blasting tuse of 
war."

There are 18 to 20 aircraft in a 


squadron.

Trying to quell the demonstration, 


Reagan, at one point, agreed to ad- 
dress the final session of the con- 
vention. But as outburst, slowly, 
grudgingly faded into near silence, 
Reagan changed his mind to leave the 
limelight for Ford. 


H was a dramatic reminder of Rea- 


gan's popularity; it was in honor of a 
gallant campaign. After Ford fin- 
ished, he invited the Reagans to the 
podium to share the crowd's ovations. 


And Reagan, given an opportunity 


to speak, told his fiercely devoted fol- 
lowers they had given him "a memo- 
ry that will live in our hearts for- 
ever." 


Standing on the podium, Ford sav- 


ored the hard-won triumph that kept 
him from becoming the first in- 
cumbent GOP president denied nomi- 
nation since Chester Arthur in 1884. 
Wave after wave of applause rolled 
across the convention floor. 


But he acknowledged in his speech 


that he has been described as an "ac- 
cidental president," occupying the 
White House only because first Spiro 
Agnew, then Richard Nixon resigned

Water system work to cost $5.64 million 


Upgrading of Palatine's water dis- 


tribution system to meet the needs of 
the population will cost an estimated 
$5.64 million, according to a study 
prepared by Consoer. Townsend and 
Associates, Chicago. 


The major cost of the system im- 


provements is installation of new, 
larger water mains and increasing the 
size of some existing mains. Esti- 
mated cost for this aspect of the proj- 
ect is $3.16 million. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig said 


Thursday financing of the work out- 
lined in the study will require the sale 
of bonds, but some of the work, which 
is less costly can be done immediately 
with available village funds. 


"SOME OF THE things can be done 


immediately and I'd like to see it get 
started as soon as possible because of 
its importance," Harwig said. 


The report outlines eight 
steps 


which should be done in order to im- 
prove 
the 
system, 
including 
in- 


stallation of new water mains and up- 
sizing of some existing mains. 


The other six steps are: 


• Construction of a 10th well and 


reservoir at an estimated cost of 
$1.595 million. Well No. 10 already is 
being built but at a cost of $1.5 mil- 
lion. The work is being financed 
through the sale of general obligation 
bonds, which will be paid back over 
the next 20 years with money gener- 
ated from the water funds, 


• Re-equiping a second well to in- 


crease its pumping capacity at an es- 
timated cost of $136,000. The report 
suggests replacing the existing pump 
at the well with a submersible pump. 


• Construction of a third well with- 


out a reservoir at an estimated cost of 
$470,000. Harwig said this step is not 
needed immediately and he would 
recommend the village take no action 
on this step until the state's report on 
the allocation of Lake Michigan water 
to the suburbs is completed. 


• General 
improvements to the 


Michigan Avenue punr ing station at 
an estimated cost of $12,000. 


• Installation of a new telemetering 


and supervisory control system to 
monitor and channel the movement of 


water throughout the village at an es- 
timated cost of $165,000. 


• Creation of a contingency fund of 


about $106,000. 


Harwig said the steps which he 


would like to see done as soon as pos- 
sible include the improvements to the 
Michigan Avenue pumping station and 
installation of the telemetering sys- 
tem. 


"The pumping station work could be 


done with current revenues and I 
would recommend doing it," he said 
"The telemetering system is very 
important and it is important to in- 


clude it in the budget but it may have 
to be bonded." 


Harwig said the major cost of the 


program, installing larger w a t e r 
mains, is the most important part of 
the project because it is crucial to 
better water distribution. 
"THE SYSTEM was never engineered 
to handle the load of water that it 
does," he said. 


The largest mains the village has 


now are eight inches, Harwig said. 
The report recommends installing a 
16-inch main in one location on North- 
west Highway from Creekside Drive 
to Consumers Avenue. Other locations 


are recommended to receive 10-and 
12-inch mains. 


The report recommends installing 


eight-inch 
mains 
where 
four-inch 


mains now exist. 


The report was prepared for the vil- 


lage at a cost of $12,500. The study 
was commissioned last August to sup- 
plement a preliminary report pre- 
pared by the engineering firm. Village 
officials said the first report did not 
give the type of information the vil- 
lage wanted on how to improve the 
system. 


Harwig said the study will be pre- 


sented to the village board Sept. 13. 


Housing complex awaits village OK 


The first of a planned three-phase

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The United 


States sent two squadrons of warp- 
lanes to South Korea Thursday and 
put its 42.000 troops there on special 
alert in angry response to the slaying 
of two American officers by ax-wield- 
ing North Korean guards. 


In Seoul, South Korean President 


Park Chung-hee said Friday any fu- 
ture North Korean acts of provocation 
would be met with immediate retali- 
ation. 


"A mad dog needs a stick," Park 


said. "There's no reason why we 
should be unilaterally subject to their 
provocation." 


A New York congressman, Demo- 


cratic Rep. John M. Murphy, told UPI 
that Sec. of State Henry A. Kissinger 


had "wanted a higher level of re- 
sponse" involving movement of U.S. 
or South Korean infantry and armor 
but the idea was rejected by top-rank- 
ing U.S. military officials. 


As it was, North Korea called the 


stepped-up readiness of American 
forces there "imperialists' maneuvers 
to start a new war" and said it 
brought the situation to "an ex- 
tremely reckless stage, a stage of 
directly kindling the blasting fuse of 
war." 


The U.S. State Dept. refused to 


comment on Murphy's report but it 
said Kissinger had met twice, late 
W e d n e s d a y and again Thursday 
morning, with the Washington Special 
Action Group, a high level crisis task 
force which includes representatives 


of the Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Kissinger also got in touch with am- 


bassador Huang Chen, chief of the 
Peoples Republic of China liaison of- 
fice here, and with "a number of gov- 
ernments," a State Dept. spokesman 
said. 


Later Thursday, the Pentagon an- 


nounced a squadron of F-4 Phantom 
Jet fighters from Okinawa had ar- 
rived in South Korea and a squadron 
of swing-wing F-lll fighter bombers 
was on its way from Idaho to beef up 
the three squadrons of F-4s the United 
States has there. 


There are 18 to 20 aircraft in a 


squadron, 


A Pentagon spokesman said the 


F-llls were making the transpacific 


flight non-stop, refueling in the air, 
and were expected to arrive Friday

It's an old problem, but the safety 


hazard created by the waiting com- 
muters just recently has become a 
popular discussion item at public 
health and safety meetings.

fearless. One morning Weber and a 
partner were shocked to see two wom- 
en get down on their hands and knees 
and crawl under a railroad car in or- 
der to get to the other side of the 
tracks where passengers were board- 
ing. 


"People also are always running 


around the front of trains as other 
trains approach from the other direc- 
tion," Weber said. "Someone is likely 
to get injured." 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson said that 


people standing in the roadways have 
caused problems, but he does not 
foresee ordering police to issue tick- 
ets. 


"THOSE PEOPLE 
should know 


enough to use better judgment," Han- 
son said. 


There have been various attmpts to 


discourage commuters from standing 
in the roads, including the issuance of 
notices concerning the village ordi- 


nance against obstructing roadways, 
Weber said. But none have had last- 
ing influence, he said. 


"There was a very unfavorable re- 


sponse when we issued the notices to 
people violating the ordinance," he 
said. 


Other times officers have been as- 


signed to the area to attempt to keep 
the railway riders out of the streets, 
but the large groups of commuters 
proved to be too intimidating. 


"IT TOOK MORE than one man to 


do it physically and it only had a lim- 
ited amount of success. They (com- 
muters) edge back or a moment and 
then gradually move back into the 
road," Weber said. 


Bullhorns and the public address 


systems in squad cars also have been 
tried, but proved unsuccessful in her- 
ding people from the roadways, he 
said. 


"One thing we know will work is to 


put a number of men (police officers) 
out there like school patrol boys to 
confront the people one-on-one. But 
that would be too costly and it's a 
critical time of the day when we need 
our men elsewhere because of the 
heavy traffic," Weber said. 


One trustee has suggested asking 


the railway company to stop in a dif- 
ferent spot so the doors will not open 
in the middle of the roadways. But the 
reason the trains stop where they do 
is to keep the Vail avenue crossing 
unblocked. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier suggested 


asking the railway to not open those 
doors that are in roadways, but 
Trustee Robert Miller predicted that 
would cause a riot. 


Trustee Griffin, who started dis- 


cussion on the problem last week, also 
ended it. He suggested using dober- 
man pinschers to keep the commuters 
inline.

Ford, Carter vow debates

KANSAS CITY. Mo. - President 


Ford 
promised 
victory to wildly 


cheering Republicans Thursday night 
and said he would campaign against 
the Democrats in every part of the 
nation on a record that has won an 
"incredible comeback" for America. 


Ford, his vice presidential choice, 


Sen. Robert Dole of Kansas, nomi- 
nated without real opposition, urged 
Republicans to unite in the uphill 
battle to keep Jimmy Carter out of 
the White House. 


Ronald Reagan strode to Gerald 


ford's side at the podium ot a roaring 
Republican convention Thursday and 
told the Republicans to "go forth from 
here in unity." The crowd went wild. 


It was a magic moment for che con- 


xention and for Reagan, who was 
cheered until his ejes brimmed with 
tears when he entered the haJI. Sum- 
moned to share the podium limelight 
by Ford, he spoke as if snatching 
phrases from the nomination accept- 
ance speech he never got to deliver. 


At (he last minute — and against 


the advice of some strategists — Ford 
inserted into his acceptance apeech a 
challenge to Carter for hcad-to-head 
debates in the fall 


From his home in Plains. Ga. — 


even as Ford was addressing the con- 
vention — Carter accepted the chal- 
lenge for the first presidential debates 
since 1960 when John F. Kennedy and 
Richard M. Nixon met in four tele- 
vision appearances which helped Ken- 
nedy win the presidency.

Just before Ford and his wife Betty 


arrived at the podium high above the 
jammed convention floor, the dele- 
gates at the 31st National Convention 
chose Sen. Dole of Kansas as the vice 
presidential nominee. 


"We want Ford. We want Ford!" 


the delegates shouted as the Fords, 
hands clenched above their heads, ac- 
knowledged the ovation culminating 
the closest battle for a presidential 
nomination in a quarter-century. 


And the closeness of his arduous, 


six-month struggle against Ronald 
Reagan was underlined by the fren- 
zied last hurrah accorded the former 


California governor when he and his 
wife Nancy entered the sweltering 
arena, 


The Reagan demonstration matched 


in fervor and in length the accolade 
given Ford. 


R e a g a n i t e s shouted "speech, 


speech, speech1" as their favorite 
stood waving and smiling —his eyes 
glistening — from a special section 
reserved for dignitaries. He waved for 
quiet. They ignored him. 


Trying to quell the demonstration, 


Reagan, at one point, agreed to ad- 
dress the final session of the con- 
vention. But as outburst, slowly, 
grudgingly faded into near silence, 
Reagan changed his mind to leave the 
limelight for Ford. 


ft was a dramatic reminder of Rea- 


gan's popularity: it was in honor of a 
gallant campaign. After Ford fin- 
ished, he invited the Reagans to the 
podium to share the crowd's ovations. 


And Reagan, given an opportunity 


to speak, told his fiercely devoted fol- 
lowers they had given him "a memo- 
ry that will live in our hearts for- 
ever." 


Standing on the podium, Ford sav- 


ored the hard-won triumph that kept 
him from becoming the first in- 
cumbent GOP president denied nomi- 
nation since Chester Arthur in 1884. 
Wave alter wave of applause rolled 
across the convention floor. 


But he acknowledged in his speech 


that he has been described as an "ac- 
cidental president."

White House only because first Spiro 
Agnew, then Richard Nixon resigned

Transit, energy vital master plan issues 


Transportation 
and energy con- 


servation are major concerns of flte 
village business district development 
and redevelopment 
commission in 


completing a master plan for revamp- 
ing downtown Mount Prospect. 


Robert 
L. Bennett, commission 


chairman said he would like to see 
commuter facilities improved to en- 
courage more residents to use the 
train. He also said better traffic flow 
and parking improvements will at- 
tract more shoppers to the downtown 
area. 


The commission has been working 


with Barton-Asciiman Associates, a 
consulting firm, to prepare a detailed 
plan to revitalize downtown Mount 
Prospect. Bennett said the master 
plan, which includes improvements 
estimated at $1.6 million, will be com- 
pleted by the end of September. 


"Barton-Aschman now is working 


on tafflc problems," Bennett said. 
"They're proceeding pretty well on 
schedule, "We're very hopeful to have 
the whole thing wrapped up by the 
end of September. We don't want to 


see it drag on." 


THE COMMISSION was established 


two years ago to devise a plan for 
developing and redeveloping down- 
town Mount Prospect 


"A lot of emphasis is being put on 


trying to generate better facilities so 
more people will use public trans- 
portation rather than driving care," 
Bennett said. 


Bennett said one project proposed in 


the plan that he would like to see be- 
gun early is the improvement of the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. sta- 
tion. The station was built in 1930. 


"We're not only talking of moving 


the station and improving it as a gen- 
eral facility," Bennett said "I would 
like to see a new one built. But we 
haven't even talked with the North 
Western. It's their station and their 
land." 


If the village board accepts the 


plan, new facilities to be provided for 
public use include additional parking 
structures for commuters and shop- 
pers, traffic safety improvements, im- 
provements to the village hall parking 


lot and possibly a new location for the 
North Western station. 


OTHER PROJECTS included in the 


proposed plan are landscape beau- 
tification, improved street lighting 
and sidewalk work. 


The village already lias received 


$90,000 from Cook County in federal 
housing and urban development funds 
for the village hall parking lot and 
beautification of the new senior citi- 
zens community center. 


Bennett said funds from several 


sources, including the Illinois Dept. of 
Transportation, are available but he 
is not sure what money may be ob- 
tained once the plan is complete. 


"Projects like these have been fun- 


ded in the past." he said. "The funds 
have been available and we intend to 
apply for funds." 


The commission hopes the village 


board will incorporate the downtown 
master plan into Mount Prospect's 
comprehensive land use plan. Bennett 
could not project dates when construc- 
tion might begin. "It's a long process. 
We have to get the plan done first. 


Then we're required to present the 
plan to the village board," he said. 


Bennett said the plan also might 


have to go before the village planning 


commission and zoning board. If the 
village considers adding it to the com- 
prehensive plan, public hearings will 
be required.

U.S. troops put on special alert 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States sent two squadrons of warp- 
lanes to South Korea Thursday and 
put its 42,000 troops there on special 
alert in angry response to the slaying 
of two American officers by ax-wield- 
ing North Korean guards. 


In Seoul. South Korean President 


Park Chung-nee said Friday any fu- 
ture North Korean acts of provocation 
would be met with immediate retali- 
ation, 


"A mad dog needs a stick." Park 


said. ('There's no reason why we 
should be unilaterally subject to their 
provocation." 


A New York congressman. Demo- 


cratic Rep. John M. Mufphy, told UPI 
that Sec. of S&te Henry A. Kissinger 


had "wanted a higher level of re- 
sponse" involving movement of U.S. 
or South Korean infantry and armor 
but the idea was rejected by top-rank- 
ing U.S. military officials. 


As it was, North Korea called the 


stepped-up readiness of 
American 


forces there "imperialists' maneuvers 
to start a new war." and said it 
brought the situation to "an ex- 
tremely reckless stage, a stage of 
directly kindling the blasting fuse of 
war." 


The U.S. State Dept. refused to 


comment on Murphy's report but it 
said Kissinger had met twice, late 
W e d n e s d a y and again Thursday 
morning, with the Washington Special 
Action Group, a high level crisis task 
force which includes representatives 


of the Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Kissinger also got hi touch with am- 


bassador Huang Chen, chief of the 
Peoples Republic of China liaison of- 
fice here, and with "a number of gov- 
ernments," a State Dept. spokesman 
said. 


Later Thursday, the Pentagon an- 


nounced a squadron of F-4 Phantom 
Jet fighters .from Okinawa had ar- 
rived in South Korea and a squadron 
of swing-wing F-lll fighter bombers 
was on its way from Idaho to beef up 
the three squadrons of F-4s the United 
States has there. 


There are 18 to 20 aircraft in a 


squadron.

flight non-stop, ^refueling in the air, 
and were expected to arrive Friday 
morning.

'Dramatic' results 
in reading clinic 


Students receiving special help through the Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 reading clinic last year "dramatically" exceeded the dis- 
trict's expectations for their growth in reading skills. 


Robert Bortnick, reading clinician, presented a report to the 


board Monday on the progress of students in the program after its 
first year. 


According to the report, students involved in the clinic improved 


by one year in vocabulary and comprehension on the Gates Mac- 
Ginitie reading tests. 


Students improved by one year in sight vocabulary, 3.5 years in 


word attack skills, two years in vocabulary and 1.5 years in reading 
comprehension on the Woodcock reading test. 


Students included in the program were about two years behind 


their peers and were expected to grow about one-half year in 
reading skills. The test scores show the average growth in the 
various reading skills. About 50 students received the individ- 
ualized help of the clinic. 


Bortnick said "the results are rather dramatic as they stand. 


Our goal is two years growth in one year of instruction."

And the closeness of his arduous, 


six-month 
struggle against Ronald 


Reagan was underlined by the fren- 
zied last hurrah accorded the former 


California governor when he and his 
wife Nancy entered the sweltering 
arena. 


The Reagan demonstration matched 


in fervor and in length the accolade 
given Ford. 


R e a g a n i t e s shouted "speech, 


speech, speech!" as their favorite 
stood waving and smiling — his eyes 
glistening — from a special section 
reserved for dignitaries. He waved for 
quiet. They ignored him. 


Trying to quell the demonstration, 


Reagan, at one point, agreed to ad- 
dress the final session of the con- 
vention. But as outburst, slowly, 
grudgingly faded into near silence, 
Reagan changed his mind to leave the 
limelight for Ford. 


It was a dramatic reminder of Rea- 


gan's popularity; it was in honor of a 
gallant campaign. After Ford fin- 
ished, he invited the Reagans to the 
podium to share the crowd's ovations. 


And Reagan, given an opportunity 


to speak, told his fiercely devoted fol- 
lowers they had given him "a memo- 
ry that will live in our hearts for- 
ever." 


Standing on the podium, Ford sav- 


ored the hard-won triumph that kept

Commuters ignore safety catching trains

As ridcrship at the railway station 


in Arlington Heights increases, the 
safety hazard caused by commuters 
standing in roadways worsens. 


And Arlington Heights police arid 


village officials arc becoming increas- 
ingly concerned. 


"Those people arc nuts. Somebody 


is going to get hurt out there," 
Trustee Da\id Griffin remarked at 
last week's village board meeting. 


"IT'S .SOMETHING we many times 


have held our breath on," said Police 
Sgt. Jack Weber, head of the Arling- 
ton Heights Traffic division. 


The "nuts" who stand in Arlington 


Heights Road and Evergreen Avenue 
each morning cause vehicular traffic 
to move much slower across the rail- 
way crossing and often cause cars to 
swerve abruptly. 


The commuters say they stand in 


the roadways because that's where 
the doors to the trains open. 


It's an old problem, but the safety 


hazard created by the waiting com- 


muters just recently has become a 
popular discussion item at public 
health and safety meetings. 


WEBER 
REPORTED 
that 
last 


week he had his car siren wailing and 
red lights flashing as he headed for an 
accident scene. But even all that com- 
motion failed to move the commuters 
who were standing in Evergreen Ave- 
nue. "I had to drive around them," he 
said. 


The riders of the Chicago and North 


Western Ry. trains apparently are 
fearless. One morning Weber and a 
partner were shocked to see two wom- 
en get down on their hands and knees 
and crawl under a railroad car in or- 
der to get to the other side of the 
tracks where passengers were board- 
ing. 


"People also are always running 


around the front of trains as other 
trains approach from the other direc- 
tion," Weber said. "Someone is likely 
to get injured." 


Village Mgr. L. A Hanson said thai, 


people standing in the roadways have 


caused problems, but he does not 
foresee ordering police to issue tick- 
ets. 


"THOSE PEOPLE should know 


enough to use better judgment,'' Han- 
son said. 


There have been various attmpts to 


discourage commuters from standing 
in the roads, including the issuance of 
notices concerning the village ordi- 
nance against obstructing roadways, 
Weber said. But none have had last- 
ing influence, he said. 


"There was a very unfavorable re- 


sponse when we issued the notices to 
people violating the ordinance," he 
said. 


Other times officers have been as- 


signed to the area to attempt to keep 
the railway riders out of the streets,

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 


States sent two squadrons of warp- 
lanes to South Korea Thursday and 
put its 42,000 troops there on special 
alert in angry response to the slaying 
of two American officers by ax-wield- 
ing North Korean guards. 


In Seoul, South Korean President 


Park Chung-nee said Friday any fu- 
ture North Korean acts of provocation 
would be met with immediate retali- 
ation. 


"A mad dog needs a stick." Park 


said. "There's no reason why we 
should be unilaterally subject to their 
provocation." 


A New York congressman, Demo- 


cratic Rep. John M. Murphy, told UPI 
that Sec. of State Henry A, Kissinger 


had "wanted a higher level of re- 
sponse" involving movement of U.S. 
or South Korean infantry and armor 
but the idea was rejected by top-rank- 
ing U.S. military officials. 


As it was, North Korea called the 


stepped-up readiness of American 
forces there "imperialists' maneuvers 
to start a new war" and said it 
brought the situation to "an ex- 
tremely reckless stage, a stage of 
directly kindling the blasting fuse of 
war." 


The U.S. State Dept. refused to 


comment on Murphy's report but it 
said Kissinger had met twice, late 
W e d n e s d a y and again Thursday 
morning, with the Washington Special 
Action Group, a high level crisis task 
force which includes representatives 


of the Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Kissinger also got in touch with am- 


bassador Huang Chen, chief of the 
Peoples Republic of China liaison of-, 
fice here, and with "a number of gov- 
ernments," a State Dept. spokesman 
said. 


Later Thursday, the Pentagon an- 


nounced a squadron of F-4 Phantom 
Jet fighters from Okinawa had ar- 
rived in South Korea and a squadron 
of swing-wing F-lll fighter bombers 
was on its way from Idaho to beef up 
the three squadrons of F-4s the United 
States has there. 


There are 18 to 20 aircraft in a 


squadron. 


A Pentagon spokesman said the 


F-llls were making the transpacific 


flight non-stop, refueling in the air, 
and were expected to arrive Friday 
morning.
